IN RE THE CONSTITUTIONALITY 
OF THE N. DAKOTA PAINT 
"LAW. 


The argument in the United States 
Supreme Court of the pure paint case 
arising under the statute of North Da- 
kota, which was fully reported in the 
Reporter last week, has raised some 
interesting questions which are receiv- 
ing attention at the hands of Senators 
and Representatives as well as officials 
of the Department of Agriculture, who 
are following developments closely, 
first, because of the relation of the 
subject to the national pure food and 
drug law and, second, because of the 
bearing of the case upon the move- 
ment now on foot to secure the passage 
of a Federal statute dealing with 
paints, 

It is obvious from the current dis- 
cussion of the subject that the consti- 
tutional limitations upon both State 
and Federal statutes are not gener- 
ally understood, and it will be an ex- 
ceedingly fortunate thing if the Su- 
preme Court hands down its decision 
‘in the pending case before any affirm- 
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ative action is taken by Congress look- 
ing to the formulation of a national 
honest paint law. The court’s decision 
may point the way not only to Con- 
gress but to the several State legis- 
latures and may indicate a method by 
which the North Dakota statute, if de- 
clared invalid, may be amended so as 
to render it entirely constitutional 
without detracting from its efficiency. 


The Supreme Court is expected to 
answer, either directly or by infer- 
ence, three important questions with re- 
spect to the North Dakota statute; first, 
is it a proper exercise of the police pow- 
er for the Legislature to fix a stand- 
ard of purity for an article of com- 
merce not intended to be used as food, 
drink or drug, and not otherwise harm- 
ful; second, is the existing pure paint 
statute so reasonable and just an ex- 
ercise of the police power as not to be 
repugnant to the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment of the Constitution, which pro- 
vides that no State shall deprive any 
person of property without due process 
of law nor deny to any person within 
its jurisdiction the equal protection of 
the laws; and, third, if the existing 
statute is unconstitutional because of 
its discriminatory charecter, would it 
be constitutional to provide that all 
paints, whether composed of the six 
statutory ingredients or not, shall be 
labeled to show the materials of which 
they are composed? 

In the light of other decisions of the 
Supreme Court it seems probable that 
the power of a State Legislature to es- 
tablish a reasonable standard of purity 
for paints to prevent the practice of 
deception and fraud upon the people 
of the State will be upheld. The court 
has conceded a very wide latitude to 
the States in the exercise of the police 
power wherever it has been shown that 
the object sought was the protection 
of the people and that the statute 
bore equally upon all interests and dis- 
criminated against none, 

The question as to whether the ex- 
isting statute is so reasonable as not 
to be repugnant to the Fourteenth 
Amendment is the fundamental issue 
in the paint case, and in view of the 
long line of decisions dealing with the 
constitutionality of State laws, it is ap- 
parent that the question is a close one 
as to which fair-minded men of ju- 
dicial training may entertain honest 
differences of opinion, and it will not 
surprise counsel on either side of the 
paint case should the decision go either 
way or should it be reached by a di- 
vided court, 

The interesting question as_ to 
whether, if the existing law is held to 
be unconstitutional, it would be con- 
stitutional for the Legislature to pass 
a law providing that all paints shall be 
labeled to show their ingredients, may 
not be specifically answered by the 
court, but will probably easily be de- 
termined by a fair inference, If there 
is a weak point in the present law it is 
the apparent discrimination by which 
paints made of the statutory ingredi- 
ents need not be labeled at all while 
all othe® paints are required to show 
their component materials. This phase 
of the subject was clearly brought out 
in the questions of members of the Su- 
preme Court addressed to counsel on 
both sides during the recent argument, 
and if the statute is declared to be un- 
constitutional the declaration will no 
doubt be based upon the proposition 
that it would have been a reasonable 
and an adequate exercise of the police 
power of the State to have required all 
paints to be labeled to show their con- 
stituents and that the Legislature ex- 
ceeded the scope of its authority in re- 
quiring certain kinds of paint to be 
labeled under a statute which by its 
title—‘“‘An Act to prevent the adultera- 
tion of and deception in the sale of 
white lead and mixed paints’’—places a 
stigma upon any product required 
thereby to bear a special label, 

But whether the Supreme Court up- 
holds the North Dakota statute, or by 
inference suggests a method by which 
it can be rendered constitutional 
through amendment, the necessity for 
a broad Federal statute will only be 
emphasized. The fact should be borne 
in mind, however, that a National paint 
law can not take the place of State 
statutes. On the contrary, the passage

“On October 21, the New York Oil, 
Paint and Drug Reporter was unfortunate 
enough in its prognostications to give con- 
sumers this choice bit of information and 
advice. ‘One thing the buyer may safe- 
ly assure himself of, and that is, that 
turpentine cannot well go much lower 
and that when the reaction sets in, it is 
likely to be swift and substantial.’ * * * 
One would fain inquire as to where the 
Reporter editor’s usual keen vision was 
when he practically advised consumers 
that they should hasten into the market 
for supplies to avoid a coming ‘reaction’ 
that is likely to be swift and substan- 
tial. * * * The ‘reaction’ seems to be 
about as much a flimsy phantasm of the 
editorial brain as the Reporter’s other 
‘inside’ information that the 30,000 bar- 
rels tanked in the South, contrary to gen- 
eral supposition are not hypothecated to 
any bank, but are held free by the own- 
ers who express their determination to 
hold it for a substantial profit. * * * 
Verily, verily of such evanescent stuff are 


which cannot be invaded by the Fed- 
eral government. The right of Con- 
gress to pass a National law depends 
solely upon its jurisdiction over inter- 
state commerce, which cannot be in- 
terfered with by the State, It is there- 
fore obvious that Federal and State 
statutes dealing with such a subject 
as pure paint must be complements of 
each other and that no comprehensive 
and effective regulation can be secured 
without both State and national laws. 


This principle has been graphically 
illustrated in the execution of the na- 
tional pure food and drug law, which 
has not only depended for its efficiency 
upon adequate State laws but has 
greatly emphasized the necessity for 
such laws. The national pure food and 
drug law would be powerless to pre- 
vent the manufacture and sale in the 


State of New York, for example, of 
quantities of spurious food and drug 
products, although it would effectually 
prevent the transportation of a pound 
of such goods from New York to any 
other State. If a majority of States 
maintain efficient local laws on the sub- 
ject of foods and drugs, however, it is 
clear that the rigorous enforcement of 
a national law would have a tendency 
to drive unscrupulous manufacturers 
into those States in which there were 
no local laws or in which such laws 
were not properly enforced, 


So, in the case of a national honest 
paint law, it is obvious that full pro- 
tection thereunder can be accorded only 
to the citizens of States having ade- 
quate local laws rigorously enforced. 
A national honest paint law could do 
nothing but prohibit the interstate 
transportation of spurious paints, and 
it goes without saying that if a num- 
ber of States should pass laws similar 
to that in force in North Dakota un- 
scrupulous manufacturers would be 
forced to make and sell their products 
wholly within the confines of States 
having no local laws dealing with the 
subject. 

A consideration of much importance 
as indicating the necessity for a na- 
tional pure paint law is found in the 
application of the so-called ‘‘original 
package” principle to this subject. 
Under decisions of the United States 
Supreme Court the best legal authori- 
ties believe that manufacturers of 
paints, without regard to their ingredi- 
ents, can ship their products from one 
State to another without reference to 
the laws of the State of destination, 
provided the goods are consigned to a 
consumer and are not exposed for sale 
in the State into which they are 
shipped. This proposition is based 
upon the fact that Congress alone can 
legislate with regard to interstate com- 
merce and that the States cannot inter- 
tere with interstate shipments in orig- 
inal packages. In Congressional meas- 
ures drawn to meet these conditions 
and dealing with such commodities as 
distilled spirits, cigarettes, oleomarg- 
arine, etc., it has been customary not 
only to prohibit interstate traffic but to 
provide that all such goods shipped 
from one State to another shall im- 
mediately become liable to all the laws 
in force in the State of destination. 
Thus Congress delegates to the State 
its authority to deal with interstate 
commerce and waives its jurisdiction 
over original packages of the prohibited 
articles. 

In view of these considerations it is 
clear that, however the Supreme Court 
may decide the pending case, the out- 
come will strengthen the demand for a 
national law. It is to be hoped, how- 
ever, that the draft of the proposed 
statute will be very carefully con- 
sidered and that no attempt will be 
made to push a crude measure through. 
Ever since the question of a paint law 
was first raised we have urged that the 
various sections of the paint industry, 
comprising manufacturers, jobbers and 
master painters should work in har- 
mony for the accomplishment of an 
honest measure which would deal out 
equal justice to themselves and to the 


public, 


pipe dreams made of.” 


The article, continuing, practically 
accuses the Reporter of leading its 
readers astray by misinformation, and 
it questions the reliability of the Re- 
porter’s “former and future expressions 
when naval stores conditions are un- 
der review.” 

This is really unkind of our con- 
temporary, coming as it does, after all 
the nice things we said last June of 
those interests it so loyally represents, 
when predicting failure for the Jack- 
sonville operators in their attempt to 
successfully compete against the pow- 
ers then as now in control of the 
naval stores situation. 

True, when spirits of turpentine was 
selling at 51 cents or thereabouts we 
inclined to the belief that it could not 
go much lower, and without offering 
any advice, we said so. We were not 
alone in the thought, and we suspi- 
cion that even the powers who make 
the price were as greatly surprised by 
the conditions which followed, as has 
been the entire trade. The wave of 
financial stringency which has swept 
the country alone has made it pos- 


sible to depress the market to the pres- 
ent extent, and this condition as our 


contemporary admits, could not have 
been foreseen. However, the fact that 
spirits are sold at a price, which, if a 
statement made by our contemporary is 


correct, must be considerably below the 


cost of production, should not be con- 
strued as an argument against a “swift 
and substantial reaction.” The fuifill- 
ment of the prophecy only is delayed. 
Let us wait and see, and we may not 
have to wait long. 

The Naval Stores Review insinuated 
in language usually employed by yel- 
low journals, which happen to have 
an ax to grind and are not particular 
as to who is made to turn the grind- 
stone, that the 30,000 barrels of tanked 
spirits has been heavily hypothecated. 
But we notice that it does not openly 
say so. Probably afraid or ashamed 
to tell a deliberate falsehood, it seeks 
to convey the same impression by in- 
uendo. The Reporter is credibly in- 
formed that the tanked spirits have 
not been hypothecated, and we have no 
reason to-day to doubt the word of 
our informant, who is in a position to 
know, even if it must not naturally 
occur to thinking people, even to “edi- 
torial brains” in Savannah, that if 
these 30,000 barrels which the bear 
clique is greedily waiting to devour 
had been pledged for any substantial 
proportion of its value, it would have 
been shaken out long ago, especially 
in view of the present tight position 
of the money market. In fact, we are 
told by the same reliable authority that 
the owners of the tanked turpentine 
are strong enough to hold it until it 
suits them to dispose of it. When this 
will be we, of course, cannot say. 

We notice, too, that when referring 
to the editorial quoted, our contem- 
porary has been careful to single out 
a certain small section and leaves the 
rest of the “evanescent stuff’ severely 
alone, somewhat after the manner of 
the individual who writes the head- 
lines for the Evening Fudge. But, 
after all, the Reporter is published in 
the interests of its subscribers, who

look for an accurate market review, 
which we at all times, have endeav- 
ored to furnish. Unlike our contem- 
porary, we are not personally con- 
cerned in the course of spirits of 
turpentine or what means the principal 
dealers devise to bear the market. In 
fact, as representing the interests of 
the consumers, we should be pleased to 
see the goods distributed as a gift. 
The present prices are manipulated for 
a purpose by the parties responsible 
for the present depression. Once their 
object is gained the “swift and sub- 
stantial reaction” will prove to be no 
“pipe dream.”

THE TURPENTINE OPERATORS’ 
ASSOCIATION MEETING. 


The annual meeting of the Turpen- 
tine Operators’ Association held at 
Jacksonville November 8 was not pro- 
ductive of all those results which might 
be desired by the producers of spirits 
of turpentine. Existing conditions in 
the naval stores market are not of a 
kind calculated to inspire confidence, or 
to excite enthusiasm, and the operators 
have had much to discourage them. 
Since last June, when they convened 
at Jacksonville, enthusiastically ap- 
plauded Colonel Toomer and seconded 
his efforts for the establishment of an- 
other co-operative company for the 
distribution of naval stores, they have 
not only seen the cherished scheme dash- 
ed to the ground, but they have had to 
stand by hopelessly and helplessly and 
see the value of their principal staple 
product shrink from 62 cents to 42 cents 
per gallon, a difference of $10 per bar- 
rel. The keenness of their disappoint- 
ment can hardly be appreciated by an 
outsider, but it may be measured by 
the confidence with which they started 
out in tanking some 30,000 barrels of 
spirits when the market was in the 
neighborhood 62 cents, and the deter- 
mination they expressed at the time to 
withhold sufficient quantities from 
sale during the producing season to 
sustain prices until the crop had been 
gathered and consumption supplied the 
place of artificial aid. 

The plan proposed at the June meet- 
ing to establish a selling agency cap- 
italized at $1,000,000 has not as yet been 
put into operation. The scheme for 
curtailing distribution provided that 
only fifty per cent. of the spirits pro- 
duced should be marketed, and the 
balance stored in tanks of the Naval 
Stores Export Company, and it was ex- 
pected that in all about 50,000 barrels 
of turpentine would be stored before 
the close of the producing season. 
Rosin did not figure in the plan, as the 
prevailing prices at the time were 
deemed satisfactory, and the operator 
was expected to utilize his profits from 
this source towards the expenses and 
loss consequent to the tying up of his 
turpentine. 

The resolution to adopt this plan was 
enthusiastically carried, and as the 
operators who promised to enter upon 
it were practical men and 
trained by long experience in the naval 
stores industry, it was thought they 
had a clear field before them. But, as we 
took occasion to point out at the time, 
they were woefully deficient, as com- 
pared with their competitor, in selling 
organization. This was a rock upon 
which they ran at full speed and which 
has left them stranded with a dry keel. 
Through lack of salesmanship they 
found themselves in the unenviable po- 
sition of being obliged to let their 
goods go to their competitors, who 
were not slow to profit by the situa- 
tion. Anxious to secure the turpen- 
tine in tank, the principal distributing 
agents began an aggressive bear cam- 
paign, and by skillful tactics, and fa- 
vored to no small extent by circum- 
stances, they succeeded beyond even 
their own expectations. 

The 30,000 barrels of turpentine are 
still in the hands of its original own- 
ers, but are worth in the neighborhood 
of $300,000 less than they were when the 
first barrel was tanked.

According to the statement of promi- 
nent operators spirits are selling at a 
price below the cost of production. Is 
it any .wonder, therefore, that the an- 
nual meeting of the operators should 





have been gloomy in aspect and devoid 
of substantial good. A telegraphic re- 
port of the meeting which was held on 
November 8 appeared in the last is- 
sue of the Reporter, and to-day we fol- 
low it by a fuller and more graphic 
account, 

There were evidently two opposing 
factions at work. One lead by Colonel 
Toomer, the erstwhile president, advo- 
cated strenuous measures to get the 
naval stores business back to its 
original position, in the hands of 
the producers and factors. To at- 
tain this end, it was even proposed to 
call upon the United States government 
for an investigation looking to the pos- 
sible conviction of the present dom- 
inating company of a breach of the 
Sherman anti-trust law. The other fac- 
tion was opposed to any such drastic 
measures. In its judgment it would be 
unwise, under present conditions, to 
enter upon a course which might in- 
volve the operators in still further an- 
tagonism with the powers that be. 

It is unfortunate that the operators 
before coming together had not formu- 


lated some definite and feasible plan 
that would appeal to the sense of 
the meeting and which after formal 


adoption could be put to prompt and 
practical account. With the exception 
of Colonel Toomer, no one at the meet-" 
ing seemed to have any definite idea of 
what ought to be done. In his address 
the now ex-president reviewed the sit- 
uation closely and did not mince his 
words. He laid the blame for the pres- 
ent depressed state of the market 
bluntly at the door of the American 
Naval Stores Company, which in spite 
of bullish conditions he said had forced 
values down, and he advocated a goyv- 
ernment investigation charging con- 
spiracy in restraint of trade. He de- 
plored the unfortunate position of the 
operators in having no adequate sell- 
ing facilities, and the fact that so many 
of the factorage houses sold their re- 
ceipts to the big distributing concern. 
By way of remedy he proposed the or- 
ganizing of independent producers into 
one or more selling agencies at Jack- 
sonville and Savannah, or that the pro- 
ducers ship their product direct to any 
independent house at either port, and 
that the factorage companies combine 
to establish an exporting or selling 
company. He asked for the co-opera- 
tion of the producers to this end. He 
also advocated that the operations dur- 
ing the season of 1908-1909 be reduced 
to a minimum and he defended the op- 
erators from the charge of adultera- 
tion. 

Col. Toomer would not admit that the 
present state of the money market of- 
fered sufficient explanation of present 
conditions, and intimated that if the 
American Naval Stores Company car- 
ried out its purpose of restricting its 
purchases after December 1 to Savan- 
nah, and no selling facilities were af- 
forded to Jacksonville and Pensacola, 
conditions would become intolerable. 
He concluded by stating that he was 
authoritatively informed that the par- 
ties, whom he styled the enemies of 
the producers, had a plan on foot to 
dismember the Association, 

It was somewhat significant 
while from all accounts the ideas ot 
Col. Toomer were greeted with ap 
plause, none of the members volun- 
teered a suggestion, nor did those 
called upon by name lend any practical 
aid in solving the vexed question of 
what ought to be done. 

In explanation of why Jacksonville 
was to be eliminated as a nayal stores 
shipping port, it was brought out that 
the banks there were not in a position 
to handle the business. 

Colonel Toomer apparently did all 
that could be done to rally his forces 
about him for a final stand, but the 
members were evidently disheartened. 
The Colonel had led them before—the 
result had ended disastrously and they 
were unprepared to ‘‘follow the leader” 
further. Mr. J. G, Boyd, of Bartow, 
who was elected to succeed Colonel 
Toomer, talked in the strain of peace 
at any price. The only thing that 
could be done, he said, was to go home 
and do the best possible by standing 
together and helping each other out 
until the present clouds should have 
rolled by.

At least one resolution got through 
and the president was instructed to ap- 
point a Ways and Means Committee 
of five to prepare a plan for financing 
and handling the naval stores industry, 
which plan is to be submitted later, 
for approval to the Association, 

The hopes of the turpentine producers 
of the South must now be pinned to the 
work of this committee. It has a dif- 
ficult task on hand and it remains to 
be seen whether they will be able to 
lead the industry out of the wilderness 
of perplexity and indecision. 
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Harvey Horner, of Enid, Okla. Ter., 
has sold the Southwestern Paint Com- 
pany to J. W. Mock. 


Judgment for $66 has been entered 
against Nicholas Zottarelli in favor of

They have sold to a Georgia 
Phosphate Company, making a good 
profit on the deal.

Mining operations will prob- 
ably be going on under Centreville at 
no distant day, as the vein discovered 
on Mr. Stanfill’s place projects beneath 
the site on which the town is located. 


The Reporter is in receipt of a com- 
prehensive and valuable work on the 
“Utilization of Wood Waste.” The book 
is by W. B. Harper, M. S., and is pub- 
lished by the St. Louis Lumberman. 
The subject of wood waste and of its 
utilization by distillation is attracting 
widespread attention. It has en- 
grossed the interest of the government 
and of a number of enterprising busi- 
ness men who see a big future in the 
comparatively new industry. In one 
of the opening paragraphs of his work, 
which is especially designed as a text 
book for not necessarily scientific but 
practical men. The waste incident to 
the manufacture of yellow pine is 
stated to amount to 50 per cent. or 
more of the total wood in the tree. 
The total value of the turpentine in this 
wood, at the price of good wood turpen- 
tine in 1906, is estimated at $14,400,000. 
Mr. Harper’s book is profusely illu- 
strated, and each stage of the process 
of wood distillation is graphically ex- 
plained. 


Copy for a translation in Spanish 
of the U. S. Pharmacopoefa is now in 
the hands of the publishers and is ex- 
pected to be completed about March 
1 of next year. The translators are 
Professor J. G. Diaz, professor of phar- 
macy at the University of Havana, 
Cuba; M. de Pablo, of New York, and 
Louis Matos, of Swarthmore, Pa., a 
prominent pharmacist. The Spanish 
edition is designed particularly for use 
in the new possessions of the United 
States—the Philippine Islands, Porto 
Rico and Cuba—as well as in Mexico 
and South America. It will be printed 
in the same style of type, on the same 
quality of paper, and with a similar 
binding as that used in the eighth 
revision of the U. S. P., and will be 
identical in every other detail. 


It is reported that it is not likely 
that the trial of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany upon indictments for the alleged 
acceptance of rebates from railroad 
companies upon shipments of oil from 
Olean to points in Vermont, will be 
moved at the present term of United 
States Court, which opened in Buffalo 
this week, although Attorney S. Wal- 
lace Dempsey, who represents. the 
Federal Government in the oil rebate 
suits, said that he would be better 
able to tell what he intended to do 
after the demurrer of the Standard Oil 
Company to the indictments found by 
the grand jury last August is argued. 
The Standard Company demurred to 
the indictments returned by the grand 
jury a year ago last summer, but 
Judge Hazel overruled that demurrer. 
The company now claims that it has 
some new issues to raise upon the re- 
cent indictments found. 
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The Paint, Oil and Varnish Club 
of New York. 


LARGELY ATTENDED MEETING AT 
ASTOR HOUSE LAST THURSDAY. 


_The 108th meeting of the Paint, Oil and 

Varnish Club ef New York was held at 
the Astor House last Thursday evening. 
The meeting was largely attended—about 
ninety members being present. At the 
conclusion of the dinner, which preceded 
the meeting, President Frank P. Chees- 
man called the meeting to order, and said 
in part:— 


“Some of our members may not be aware of 
the fact that the Paint, Oil and Varnish Club 
of New York is to-day the largest trade or- 
ganization of its character in the United States 
We now have a membership of 112 firms and 
the aggregate capital represented amounts to 
over $210,000,000, which with the personnel 
of its members undoubtedly makes it the 
strongest and most influential trade club in 
the United States. This in connection with 
the fact that membership in our club also 
carries with it a membership in the National 
Paint. Oil and Varnish Association, which 
association is made up of various loca] clubs 
representing almost every large city in the 
United States, warrants us in believing that 
its scope of activities can be and will be 
largely extended. I would urge upon our mem- 
bers that they suggest to the membership 
committee the names of any desirable firms 
who should be members of our club. The 
Legislature Committee under the command of 
Mr. John M,. Peters has already commenced 
work on some important matters while thé 
Transportation Committee, from whom we shall 
hear this evening, have a vast amount of work 
realy for them along various lines which T 
will not enumerate in advance of their report 
but will mention one feature which the pub- 
lic at large do not well understand, and that 
is the trades which we represent as a rule do 
not ask for any reductions in freight rates 
from the railroads. We are satisfied with the 
freight rates charged in the middle and eastern 
States but we are dissatisfied with the slow 
movement of freight. This matter was touched 
upon by the National Transportation Commit- 
tee, and it was shown that the average move. 
ment of freight to-day is about one-fourth of 
what it was in the days of the canals, or 
to quote almost exact figures freight moves 
to-day at the rate of twenty-five miles ir 
twenty-four hours, or a little over a mile an 
hour, while the old canal boat averaged about 
four miles an hour. This is certainly a verv 
poor record for these days of electricity and 
steam. Another source of dissatisfaction is the 
slow adjustment of claims. the policv of many 
of the railroads anparently being dictated bv 
the idea that it is best to make the adjustment 
of a claim as burdensome as possible to the 
shipper instead of being actuated by the de- 
sire to adiust the claims fairly and promptly, 
which would undoubtedly redound to the hen- 
efit of the railroad as well as to the satisfac- 
tion of their customers. Without ouestion the 
nrevalent feeling to-dav against the railroads 
has been cansed by the unsatisfactory treat- 
ment of their patrons alone these Jines, and 
not by the feeling that we have been over- 
charged in freight rates. while there has heen 
sam irinstice done in the various classification 
of freight. ae 

“At our last meeting we had a very iIn- 
teresting debate unon the subject of a na- 
tional emnloyers’ liability law. and a num- 
her of points were brought ont that were 
new to many of us. Tt therefore oecurred 
to me that this was a subfect which we 
could follow up with benefit to ourselves, 
as the business man of to-day can no loneer 
disreeard legislation. hut must be in the 
handwagon with the lawmaker For in- 
stance, we are assured that there will be in- 
troduced into Congress. next month a na- 
tional naint law. Tt is possible that this 
law will conflict with some of the requtre- 
ments of existing State paint laws. so that 
the naint maker will he hetween the devil 
and the deen sea, and will not know which 
law to oheerve In order therefore to he 
nrepared for these coming acts of various 
law hodies we must secure all the informa- 
tier that we can besrine unon our riehts 
and duties in the observance of national 
versus State laws. 

“The new list of our credit hureau is 
about ready to be sent ont. At the present 
time we have no rule with regard to the Is- 
suing of this list, and T think it would he 
well for a motion to be mace to the effect 
that supnlementary lists be issued quarterly 
so that the members can know when to ex- 
nect it and that thev be urged to send in 
their list of names at least once everv three 
months. Our present list has heen revised to 
date and contains 1,096 names.” 


Mr. Cheesman’s address was received 
with anplause. * 
Mr. John C. Welsh, a statistician and 
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writer on legislative and railroad topics, 
was then introduced and spoke on na- 
tional and State laws. He brought out 
the point that the Federal government 
might waive the right of execution in any 
particular State of any of its laws which 
the State might adopt, and said: - ‘“‘The 
State would get an executive administra- 
tive power that it did not before possess, 
which ‘would atone for its loss of inde- 
pendent action in not making the law un- 
der which it acts. The result would be 
that we would have a single system of 
revision or oversight emanating from the 
Federal government, but executed by lo- 
cal authorities in each State. 

The Membership Committee presented 
the following applications, all of which 
were favorably acted upon:— 

George W. Grote & Co., F. W. Guyler, 
Manufacturers’ Can Company, F,. A. 
Reichard, Ilsley & Held. 

Mr. Ure, Mr. Harris, Mr. Gillespie, Mr. 
Renskorf, who made reports as delegates 
to the National Paint, Oil and Varnish 
Association, and Mr. George W. Fort- 
meyer made a report as an alternate. 

For the Legislative Committee, Mr. John 
M. Peters, its chairman, said that several 
matters had been referred to his commit- 
tee for careful consideration. Mr, Peters 
said that he had written to the Com- 
missioner of Agriculture at Albany, ask- 
ing if there were any obstacles in the 
way of the enforcement of the turpentine 
adulteration law, and received a sy 
under date of November 12 from the As- 
sistant Commissioner. The following is a 
copy of the letter:— 


‘In reply I beg to advise you that some sam- 
plés have been taken in connection with the 
enforcement of the provisions of Article 15 
of the agricultural law. As a result of the 
samples so taken eight cases have been re- 
ferred to the Attorney-General for his consid- 
eration and for such action by him as may be 
deemed necessary. 

“You may be aware that the original law, 
Chapter 584 of the Laws of 1906, was amended 
by Chapter 226 of the Laws of 1907. This 
department was charged with the enforcement 
of the provisions of this statute, but no funds 
for such purpose were appropriated by the 
Legislature. We have, therefore, been some- 
what handicapped in this work. 

“I thank you for your proffer of the assist- 
ance of the Paint, Oil and Varnish Club of 
your city. As soon ae a few of the cases now 
in the hands of the Attorney-General come to 
trial and we become a little more familiar 
with what the defense in these cases may be 
we will be in a position to more satisfactorily 
enforce the law. If any condition should arise 
whereby I think your club would be of any 
assistance to this department in the enforce- 
ment of this statute I shall be pleased to com- 
municate with you.” 


The Naval Stores Committee, of which 
Mr. O. T. Bourne is chairman, reported 
that thev had under consideration the 
ways and means to bring about the en- 
forcement of the law pertaining to the 
edulteration of turpentine, linseed oil, etc. 

Mr. A. J. Marcus, chairman of the 
Transportation Committee, submitted the 
following report:— 


“It required no great solicitation on our part 
to learn a large number of members have con- 
siderable cause for complaint in regard to de- 
lays of freight shipments. There are a great 
many causes which enter into these delays, 
and which when investigated are excused by 
the transportation lines in a very plausible 
way. The excuse which most comes to the 
front is that the lines or terminals of the vari- 
ous railroad companies are congested by un- 
precedented movements of freight. and this is 
undoubtedly true, being emphasized by the fact 
that the railroads have failed to increase their 
facilities in proportion to the increase of busi- 


ness that has been steadily given to them. It 
is a fact that the various large terminals are 
more or less congested all the time, and it Is 
hard to find any of these terminals that are 
entirely free from such congestion. 

“As a general proposition, we find that ship- 
ments handled over 2 main line receive better 


service than those which are destined to points 


off the main line, and necessarily have to be 
handled through some junction or terminal, 
which may be so congested at the time the car 


is cut out of the train over the main line that 
it is delayed two or three days, or possibly 


longer, before it ts finally forwarded from 
euch point to its destination. For example:— 
Shipments from New York to Chicago are 


handled on freight trains running on a_ sched- 
ule and are promptly delivered in Chicago 
without delay, while shipments for some local 
~oint in New York State from New York city 
are handled on local trains, which means, in 
many cases, transfer of either the shipment or 
the car before the final destination is reached. 

“It is sometimes a fact that the initial line 
will often take as long to transfer cars a 
fractional part of the distance, as it should 
take to cover the entire distance between the 
two points, provided the car was a through 
train, There seems to be no excuse for this 
other than that of poor management on the 
part of the railroad companies’ operating de- 
nartment. It must be remembered, however, 
that these departments are operated with a 
minimum foree. The plea which railroad lines 
doubtless will enter in justification of this is 
that the various State laws compel them to re- 
duce their rates to such an extent that it is 
necessary to reduce their expenses proportion- 
atelv, and this impaires their service to the 
public. At times it is necessary for a railroad 
company to declare an embargo and refuse to 
accept shipments over their lines excent upon 


certain classes of perishable stock. This, of 
course, would have a decided tendeney to de- 
lay freight shipments even before the ship- 


ment was started. 

“There seems to be a general complaint on 
the part of shippers against the charges made 
by express companies. On shipments of gen- 
eral merchandise, there also appears to be a 
considerable lack of consistency in the applica- 
tion of these charges. For example:—The 
charge to one location from a given point may 
be greater to another location of the same dis- 
tance from that point: as for example—the 
rate for 100 nounds to Nashville. Tenn., from 
New York city, a distance of 998 miles. is 
$3.75. while to Chicago. which is 910 miles, 
the charge is $2.%). This particular instance 
may be exnlained possibly by the fact that 
rates to points in Southern territories are high- 
er than comparative points in Northern ter- 
ritories. due largely to the cost of oneration 


in the South. and to the fact that there is 
considerable less business proportionately for 
that territorv. The volume of express shin- 


ments hetween New York and Chicago would 
naturally be great, and this would tend to re- 
duce the expense of handling such shipments, 
which in turn would affect the express charges 
to a relative extent. 

“There is some complaint against express 
comnanies to the effect that they frequently 
make higher prices than provided for by their 
tariffs and delay refunding such overcharges 
longer than fs necessary There appears to 
be no real excuse for this other than that 
the express companies apparently have no de- 
sire to correct these errors promptly, and 
that there is a lack of good system for the 
handline of such complaints. The express 
companies are now amenable to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, and it is to be hoped 


that the causes of such complaints may be 
corrected by that commission. 

“We give below an exhibit of the rates from 
New York to some of the principal points and 
localities east of the Mississippi River, which 
will undoubtedly be of interest. 

“We would suggest that our Legislative 
Committee put itself in touch with the com- 
mission with a view of emphasizing these fea- 
tures which must undoubtedly have been called 
to the attention of the commission by other 
interests.

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Modified Food and Drug Regulations 
Required. 

SOCIETY OF CHEMICAL INDUSTRY AND 
AMERICAN CHEMICAL SOCIETY PASS 
JOINT RESOLUTIONS — ASK FOR 
SUSPENSION OF CIRCULARS IS- 
SUED BY DEPARTMENT OF 
AGRICULTURE. 


Charging that the Department of Agri- 
culture has shown a lack of expert knowl- 
edge of facts in making regulations for 
carrying out the provisions of the national 
Food and Drugs Act, the New York Sec- 
tion of the Society of Chemical Industry 
and the American Chemical Society have 
passed joint resolutions asking that the 
publication of these circulars be suspend- 
ed until steps can be taken for better pro- 
tecting the interests of the manufacturers. 
For this purpose the Secretary of Agri- 
culture, Secretary of the Treasury and 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor are re- 
quested to confer with a selected commit- 
tee of experienced chemists and manu- 
facturers recognized as authorities in this 
field. 

The resolutions passed by both societies 
are similar and read as follows:— 


‘“‘Whereas, The food and drugs act of June 
30, 1906, is generally approved of by the 
chemical world, and in the opinion of the New

York Section of the Society of Chemical In- 
dustry is one of the most important measures 
which has been taken for the protection of the 
public; and 

‘‘Whereas, On the other hand, we cannot but 
feel that the rules and regulations published 
from time to time by the Department of Agrl- 
culture for carrying out the provisions of this 
act show frequently a lack of expert knowledge 
of the facts in the particular case and an ap- 
parent failure to consider at all the interest 
of the manufacturer; therefore be it 

‘“‘Resolved, That the Secertary of Agriculture, 
the Secretary of the Treasury and the Secre- 
tary of Commerce and Labor, who are given 
the authority to administer this law, be re- 
quested to suspend the publication of these 
circulars at present, and before taking further 
steps in this direction to consult with a care- 
fully selected committee of experienced chem- 
ical manufacturers and scientists, recognized 
as authorities in these fields, since a broad 
knowledge of the several branches of chem- 
istry and commercial usage and conditions 
seems to us to be necessary for those who are 
to establish these regulations. As such con- 
ferences are the rule in the European coun- 
tries where laws affecting important industries 
are to be enforced, we believe this plan should 
also be followed here."’ 
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Caswell-Massey Co. Insolvent. 


The Caswell-Massey Company, druggists 
at Fifth avenue and 25th street, with 
branch stores at Broadway and 3lst street, 
Broadway and Vesey street, Broadway 
and 106th street, 125th street and Madison 
avenue, and No. 257 Sixth avenue, and 
laboratory at No. 36 West 24th street, has 
had a petition in bankruptcy filed against 
it. Judge Holt of the United States dis- 
trict court appointed Horace E. Deming 
receiver, fixing his bond at $100,000. 

The petition was filed by James Cochran, 
attorney for these creditors:—National 
Cigar Stands Company, $8,085, of which 
$7,842 is secured by an indorsed demand 
note of the company; Frank M. Prindle 
& Company, $291, and George E. Voorhees, 
$2, money loaned. 

Attached to the petition was a state- 
ment of John T. McEntee, secretary, that 
the treasurer submitted a report of the 
financial condition of the company to the 
directors. It showed liabilities $244,000 and 
assets at a fair valuation $216,000. The di- 
rectors thereupon adopted a_ resolution 
that the company is insolvent. Judge Holt 
when he appointed Mr. Deming receiver, 
authorized him to continue the business 
at the six stores for 20 days, with the 
privilege of extending the time on con- 
sent Of a majority in amount of creditors. 
W. R. Maloney, Jr., attorney for the com- 
pany, said the company is doing a large 
business at all the stores, and the trouble 
was attributed to the general condition ot 
the money market. The stores are all in 
good locations, and business will go right 
on. The concern had no rating in Brad- 
street’s for several years past. 

The business was established in 1876 by 
the firm of Caswell, Massey & Company, 
and was incorporated on April 10, 1906, as 
the Caswell-Massey Company, under New 
York laws, with a capital stock of $500,000, 
of which $250,000 is preferred stock and 
$250,000 common stock. George C. Lyon, 
of Providence, was president, and William 
M. Massey vice-president. 
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Getting Closer Together. 
(From the Painters Magazine.) 


The conventfon of the Natianal Paint, 
Oil and Varnish Association, held in Cin- 
cinnati last month, marks the beginning 
of a friendlier relationship between the 
manufacturers and jobbers on the one 
hand and the master painters on the other 
than has ever existed heretofore. This as- 
sociation represents the manufacturing 
and distributing end of the paint trade 
and its allied industries, including in its 
membership manufacturers of white lead, 
paints, oils, varnishes, dry colors, import- 
ers of sponges, bronzes and other articles 
used by the painter, and in most sections 
of the country the jobbers also are includ- 
ed among the members, although this is a 
matter which the local paint clubs are 
free to regulate for themselves. Our read- 
ers should not confuse the National Paint, 
Oil and Varnish Association with the 
Paint Manufacturers’ Association, which 
is an entirely independent organization 
made up chiefly of mixed paint manu- 
facturers. The fact, then, that the Na- 
tional Paint, Oil and Varnish Association 
has by a vote carrying with it an amend- 
ment to its by-laws, decided to appoint a 
permanent committee of five of its mem- 
bers, representing as far as may be pos- 
sible the various industries included in 
its membership, to attend the convention 
of the International Association of Master 
House Painters and Decorators and to 
transact any business which may come up 
between the two associations at any time 
during the year, gives an opportunity for 
these two great branches of the trade to 
get closer together and to understand one 
another’s needs and business requirements 
far better than they have ever done be- 
fore. It remains now for the Internation- 
al Association of Master House Painters 
and Decorators, when they meet at New 
Orleans in February next, to take a sim- 
ilar action providing for a committee of 
five to act as delegates to the conventions 
of the National Paint, Oil and Varnish 
Association, and to be ready at all times 
to meet with the committee of this latter 
association for the purpose of discussing 
matters having to do with the mutual 
welfare of these two great branches of 
the paint industry. 

The Painters Magazine takes consider- 
able pride in the bringing about of this 
closer relationship, for this matter of an 
interchange of delegates between the two 
associations is one that we have repeat- 
edly urged, first suggesting it in an ed- 
itorial in our issue for July, 196. We have 
long felt that it would be necessary only 
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for the manufacturers, jobbers and mas- 
ter painters to get to know one another 
better, to break down the feeling of aloof- 
ness which has heretofore existed, in or- 
der to bring about many reforms which 
have been urgently needed in the trade. 
The friendly intercourse started last year 
by the committee from the International 
association appointed with a view to en- 
deavoring to obtain protection for the 
vainters in the purchase of materials, has 
been growing stronger all through the 
year, and this year the National Paint, 
Jil and Varnish Association passed a reso- 
lution urging the local clubs to request 
the jobbers connected with them to en- 
deavor to arrange a price differential that 
will protect the master painter in his pur- 
chases by providing that higher prices 
shall be charged to the property owner 
and occasional buyer. This is a proposi- 
tion that we have urged, both in season 
and out of season, since we first took it 
up in February, 1900, in an editorial in that 
issue, for we felt that inherent justice 
was back of it, and we are specially grati- 
fied now that the manufacturers and job- 
bers have come to realize that the painter 
is, in effect, a retail dealer, whether he 
has a paint store or not, for he is not only 
a constant buyer, but he buys to sell the 
material again together with his labor. 

There is no doubt that many other sub- 
jects will come up, from time to time, 
which can be worked out to better advan- 
tage by the mutual co-operation of both 
branches of the trade than if either at- 
tempted to settle them off hand without 
consulting the wishes or necessities of the 
other. Far more can be done to elevate 
he paint trade and to make it better and 
more prosperous for manufacturers, job- 
bers and master painters alike if all pull 
harmoniously together than if all work at 
ross purposes, and we are more than glad 
to bear record of the friendly spirit that 
is drawing them closer together.

PETROLEUM NOTES 

On Moss run, Washington county, 
Ohio, the Torner Oil Company has a 40- 
harrel producer at its No. 7 on its own 
farm. 


The Jennings Heywood Oil syndi- 
cate’s well No. 44, at Jennings, La., has 
a production under compressed air, of 
abont six hundred barrels per day of 
good oil. 


On Big Branch, Duval district. Lin- 
coln county, W. Va., the Columbia & 
Flectric Co, has a show for a 50-barrel 
producer at a second test on the Wat- 
son Gordon farm. 


Tn the Congo pool in Hancock county. 
W. Va.. Rayvle & Hewitt have completed 
their No. 14 on the Hewitt heirs’ farm 
and have a show for a 20-barrel pro- 
ducer in the Berea grit. 


In the Mannington district. Marion 
county, W. Va., the South Penn Oil 
Companv has drilled its No. 5 on the 
Susan VYohst farm through the fifth 
sand and has a 25-barrel producer. 


Ffforts are reported to secure large 
holdings of territory in Dimmick town- 
ship. Lasalle county, Tll., where the 
geological formation has induced ex- 
nectations of petroleum in paying quan- 
tities, 


The Prairie Oil & Gas Comnany is 
reported to have purchased 115 acres 
of land adjoining the pump station 
and tank farm of the Texas company 
Southeast of Tusla. T. T.. on which a 
large tanking establishment will be lo- 
cated, 


In the Bristoria field. Green county, 
Pa., the Carnegie Natural Gas Com- 
pany’s test on the John Meek’s farm is 
deen in the sand and showing for a 
duster. They are now 28 feet in the 
Gordon and have found no gas, but are 
still drilling. 


In the Congo pool, in Hancock coun- 
ty, W. Va., Rayle & Hewitt have com- 
pleted their No, 14 on the Hewitt heirs’ 
farm and have a show for a 20-barrel 
producer in the Berea grit. 


In the Caldwell district, Noble county, 
Ohio, J. M. Speary & Co. have a pro- 
ducer better than the average in that 
district. They have drilled in their No. 
13 on the John Bettinger farm and the 
well is producing 70 barrels a day from 
the Buell run sand.

On Green creek, Walton district, 
Roane county, W. Va., the Bull Pen 
Oil Company has completed its No. 3 
on the W. L. Taylor farm and has a 
30-barrel producer in the Big Injun 
sand. This location is 800 feet north 
of the first test on this farm. 


On Fish Creek, Church’s district, 
Wetzel county, W. Va., Cochran, Funk 
& Co. will be due in the sand this 
week at their No. 4 on the G. W. Hixen- 
baugh farm. The second well on this 
farm was the largest producer drilled 
in this year. It is holding up at bet- 
ter than 200 barrels a day. 


The Cornplanter Refining Company 
has commenced the work of rebuilding 
its plant near Warren, Pa., which was 
destroyed by fire two weeks ago, en- 
tailing a loss of nearly $200,000. It is 
expected that the new buildings, which 
will be considerably larger than the 
burned structures, will be under cover 
before January. 


A Chester county (Pa.) jury is going 
over the route of the pipe line of the 
Pure Oil Company through that sec- 
tion to assess the damages to proper- 
ties through which the line has been 
laid before the claims of the owners 
had been met by the oil company. The 
pipe line extends from the oil regions 
of the State to tidewater, and is prac- 
tically completed.

Rhodes, treasurer. The company has 
a lease on large tracts of land near 
Emmett and will begin drilling for ofl 
at once. 


Tn the Cherokee country, Indian Ter- 
ritorv, on the J. L. Brady land, A. W. 
Shulthis has drilled in his first well, 
which is credited with an initial pro- 
duction of 500 bbls. The Brady hold- 
ings consists of a strip of land a mile 
in leneth, 240 feet in width at the 
north end and 300 feet in width at the 
south end, lving along the Osage line. 
Tt looks as if the main pool is on the 
Osage side. The Shulthis well is about 
as good as any yet drilled in the Skia- 
took district.

On the same section the Moun- 
tain Oil Company, on the R. Pittman 
farm, has drilled in its No. 5, which 
started off at 400 bbls. 


Advices from Jennings, La., announce 
the formation of a new oil company 
there, to be known as the Noble Oil 
Company, and will operate in the Jen- 
nings field. The principal stockholders 
are Jennings men, with C. O. Noble 
as manager and promoter. A lease has 
been secured on ten acres of land lo- 
cated southwest of the proven field, and 
the object of this company is to do 
wildcatting, the first well being located 
about one thousand feet southwest of 
any producing well. 


The Big Five Oil Company is credited 
with another good well on Spindle Top, 
Texas. It is their well No. 3, and was 
drilled in at a point about 150 feet from 
the company’s well No. 1, on the Mc- 
Fadden lease. It is estimated that the 
new well is doing 200 barrels per day, 
which is not all pure oil. The com- 
pany’s well No. 1 is still yielding a good 
production, and between the two wells 
the Big Five Company is now deriving 
a daily production of 500 barrels, which 
is considered very good for Spindle Top, 
with oil worth 90c. per barrel. 


A report from Bolivar, Alleghany 
county, N. Y., states that Crandall, 
Ricker & Co. have three wells on the 
Van Nostrand farm due in the sand. 
The Gibson Oil Company tubed No, 1 
on the Robinson farm last Wednesday 
and it was filled with oil within 40 feet 
of the casing head. J. M. Tait has 
leased a portion of the Daniel Clark 
farm of William Crandall and will drill 
a well on it at once. The Gibson Oil 
Company has the pipe in their No. 1 
on the Fuller farm. This well will be 
due in the sand within a week. 


No other territory on the Southeast- 
ern Ohio side is attracting so much at- 
tention at the present time as that in 
the vicinity of the Clinton Lime pro- 
ducers in Fairfield county. The im- 
pression is quite general that this 
formation is a probable factor in the 
production of oil in that county. There 
are now five producing wells, all of 
which got their oil in that formation. 
The Bremen Oil & Gas Co.’s test on 
the J. W. Hutson farm, the last com- 
pleted, is the best and is holding up 
at better than 100 barrels a day. 


In the Bristoria district, in Greene 
county, Pa., the test wells drilling in 
the vicinity of the good producer un 
the William Lohr farm have been 
drilled through the Gordon and none 
found oil in paying quantities. The 
South Penn Oil Company drilled its test 
on the Nora Whipkey farm through 
the fourth sand and has shut down. 
Ross & Dunn’s test on the William 
Finch farm has been drilled through 
the Gordon and is fishing. The Venture 
Oil Company has the same kind of 
luck at its test on the Henry E. El- 
bin farm. 


A new well recently brought in by 
the Western Union Oil Company in the 
Santa Maria, Cal., field, has been “put 
on the pump” and is said to be produc- 
ing oil of 33 degrees gravity, the high- 
est yet found on the ground. The well 
is east of all the other operating wells, 
but the ground has been proven by the 
proximity of good producers. It is not 
yet known what the capacity of the 
well is, and it is probable that the first 
production, which is large, will not 
keep up. This is one of the few wells 
which it has been necessary to pump, 
nearly all |\Santa Maria wells flowing 
voluntarily. 


Many oil wells in Butler and Venango 
counties, Pa., which were drilled more 
than a quarter of a century ago, are 
still producing regularly, and in that 
time have paid many times over for the 
farms on which they are located. Many 
small wells are excelling year after 
year the surface production of the 
farms. One example of this is a well 
on the King farm, in the old Greece 
City field, Butler county, which has 
been active for thirty-three years and 
is still producing about five barrels a 
day. Nearby is another well which is 
good for four barrels daily, although 
it was drilled thirty years ago. Ther« 
are many other wells that for twenty- 
five years in the vicinity of Oil City 
have been producing steadily at a very 
lucrative rate. A quarter-barrel well 
on the Venango Mills property, in Oil 
City, pumped by connection with the 
water-power of the mill, was given lit- 
tle consideration as an asset in the sale 
of the property to the present owners, 
yet since that time at the rate of $4 a 
barrel the receipts from the well have 
gone far toward paying for the entire 
plant.

A quiet market has prevailed 

throughout the week. Consumers are 
apparently buying more carefully for 
their immediate requirements and 
round lots are seldom taken up. The 
tight money market and the lack of 
confidence in future prices are no doubt 
responsible for the present light de- 
mand. A few in the trade express the 
belief in an early improvement, but the 
majority do not look for any change 
during the remainder of this year.

White Lead, Zines, Etc. 


WHITE LEAD.—Nothing of special 
importance has occurred in this mar- 
ket. Demand has slackened, as is to 
be expected at this season of the year, 
and the bulk of trading is of a jobbing 
character. No complaint is being reg- 
istered by leading corroders, who state 
that the volume of business booked 
this year up to November 1 exceeds 
that for the corresponding period of 
1906, and they do not expect to catch up 
on old orders before January 1. Prices 
rule steady on the basis of 6%@7c. for 
dry lead and 6%@7c. for lead in oil, as 
to quantity, less the usual discount 
terms. English lead in oil is main- 
tained at 10%@10%c., as to quantity. 

RED LEAD.—The local market has 
been without feature. Trading consist- 
ed of jobbing transactions, no round 
parcels or car lots being called for. De- 
mand at present is chiefly from manu- 
facturers of structural iron work and 
flint glass makers. Values are well 
held on the basis of 7@7\%c., as to grade 
and quantity, less the usual discount 
terms. Imported varieties rule steady 
on the basis of 84@8'4c., according to 
grade and quantity. 

LITHARGE.—Business has been of 
small proportions, there having been no 
disposition to buy, save for immediate 
or pressing wants. Present demand is 
principally from rubber and flint glass 
makers. Prices are well maintained on 
the basis of 64%@7%c., as to grade and 
quantity. English glassmakers’ grades 
are steady upon the basis of 84@8%c., 
according to quantity.

The aggregate for the 
nine months ended September, 1907, 
was 20,495,492 Ibs. ($826,914), as against 
24,273,522 Ibs. ($885,131) for the corre- 
sponding period of 1906.

Paint Legislation, 


(From the Painters Magazine.) 


When the subject of paint legislation 
was brought up at the Boston convention 
of the International Association of Master 
House Painters and Decorators, in Fb’ebru- 
ary last, a resolution was adopted in- 
dorsing the memorial presented by the 
Pittsburgh local association urging action 
toward “procuring the passage of a na- 
tional pure paint law,’’ and a committee 
was appointed with instructions to take 
this up and get the matter, if possible, 
through Congress. A number of members 
of the Paint Manufacturers’ Association, 
learning of the contemplated action of the 
association, hastened to Boston, and one of 


them, ‘Mr. Parks, acting as spokesman, 
assured the convention that the manu- 
facturers would ‘‘pull together with the 
master painters,’’ and assist in getting 
national paint legislation. Later com- 
mittees from the International Associa- 


tion of Master House Painters and Dec- 
orators, the Pagmt Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation and the National Paint, Oil and 
Varnish Association met in joint session 
at Philadelphia and the product of their 
labors was a certain bill. It may be re- 
membered that at the time of this con- 
ference of the joint committees, a reso- 
lution was adopted, in which it was ex- 
pressed as being ‘‘the sense of this joint 
committee that it is desirable’ * * * 
“that such a bill should be introduced in- 
to the several States and into Congress 
whenever it be deemed expedient and its 
passage favored by all the interests which 
this committee represents.” 

The discussion which followed the re- 
ort of the Special Committee on Paint 
Pegislation at the National Paint, Oil and 
Varnish Association convention last month 
brought out very clearly the fact that the 
manufacturers, both as represented by 
this association and by the Paint Manu- 
facturers’ Association, have no intention 
of working for paint legislation, either 
State or national, but if legislation is 
fcrced upon them, then they are prepared 
to urge the passage of the particular bill 
referred to, believing that by its provi- 
sions their interests will be better safe- 
guarded than they would be by the pos- 
sibly more radical legislation introduced 
by outsiders. 

It therefore behooves the International 
Association of Master House Painters and 
Decorators—if they want a national hon- 
est paint labeling law, and from the unan- 
imous expression in favor of this measure 
at Boston, we believe they do—to be up 
and doing. In this connection the Paint- 
ers Magazine has received assurance 
within the past few days that a national 
paint bill will be introduced at the next 
session of Congress, which begins the first 
Monday in December, and it is very im- 
portant that the painters should see to it 
that their interests are safeguarded as 
well as those of the manufacturers. 

The bill prepared by the joint commit- 
tees, and which the manufacturers are 
pledged to endeavor to have substituted 
for any other form of paint legislation 
that may be introduced either into Con- : 
gress or the Legislature of any of the 
several States, contains one very serious 
defect, so far as the master painters and 
the retail paint dealers are concerned. 

It makes the dealer who sells the paint 
punishable with fine or imprisonment, if 
the contents of the package do not corre- | 







spond with the label, even though he may 
have bought the material in good faitn 
and have no knowledge of the contents of 
the packages except what he has obtained 
from the iabels. And it must not be for- 
gotten that by the terms of this bill (see 
Sections 1 and 4), the master painter who 
sells the material together with his labor, 
is in effect a dealer and might be pun- 
ished with fine or imprisonment because 
he had ignorantly and innocently pur- 
chased misbranded or mislabeled material, 
even though he might not at the time 
have used it. It is useless to say that he 
could hold the manufacturer responsible. 
Suppose the manufacturer were in another 
State. The best he could do would be to 
bring suit for damages in a United States 
court, but meanwhile he would suffer fine 
or imprisonment in the county jail. This 
is one of the strongest arguments in favor 
of a national paint law, modeled after the 
Pure Food and Drug Law, and containing 
a similar provision whereby the manu- 
facturer may give a general guarantee, 
and this guarantee shall absolve the deal- 
er who has bought the article in good 
faith, and shift the responsibility upon the 
manufacturer, who knows whether his 
goods conform to the statements made on 
the label or not. The bill prepared by the 
joint committees, while it may protect the 
property owner, is dangerous to the paint- 
er and retail paint dealer, and is far worse 
so far as they are concerned than no 
paint legislation at all. Painters and deal- 
ers, under such a law, would need to be 
chemists, and to test carefully the ma- 
terials they buy, or run the chances of 
spending a good deal of their time in the 
county jail. 

We earnestly suggest that the comrnit- 
tee from the International Association of 
Master House Painters and Decorators 
strenuously oppose any paint legislation 
which does not contain a guarantee pro- 
vision similar to that of the Pure Food 
and Drug Law, for by so doing they will 
be serving the interests of every master 
house painter in the United States. In 
case our readers may not be familiar with 
this provision of the Pure Food and Drug 
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to the prosecutions, fines and other penalties 
which would attach, in due course, to the 
dealer under the provisions of this act.

Cocoanut Oil Easier. 


A prominent and well known importer 
of cocoanut oil, in speaking of the recent 
decline in the commodity, has the follow- 
ing to say as to the why and wherefore:— 


“In regard to cocoanut oll the situation 
in this market is very peculiar at the mo- 
ment. The financial disturbances have not 
reached the other side; therefore there is no 
weakness in London or Liverpool, nor is 
there any weakness in the primary markets 
at Colombo 

“Buyers here seem to have decided, either 
because of the peculiar financial condition 
and scarcity of money, or because they an- 
ticipate lower prices, to stay out of the 
market entirely. Business during the past 
week has been more quiet than it has been 
for some time past, Curtailing of credits 
by the banks has necessitated pressure to 
sell on the part of some holders in New 
York, so that the actual figures at which 
purchases could to-day be made could hard- 
ly be called the market, because the minute 
the pressure is relieved by the sale of some 
of this material prices will go back to where 
they were. 

“The actual market 
would call 8@8%c., straight East India 
cochin oll 9%@9%e., and Freudenberg, 
9@9%c., and yet Cochin and Freudenberg 
could, by a spot cash buyer, be picked up at 
one cent per pound less, while straight Cey- 
lon could be picked up at one-half cent. per 
pound less; in other words, Ceylon oil can be 
bought at 7%c., and Cochin at 8%c., and 
Freudenberg at 8%c. while it lasts, but the 
situation is so unsettled that the market 
may go up wihout notice any minute, 

“The holders of oil here, however, have 
not lost sight of the fact that the same 
condition of affairs exists now in regard to 
selling as has existed for years, and that is, 
when soap makers are not m tne market for 
oil, cut prices are no inducement, and this 
has been conclusively proven by the fact 
that the drop of one cent. per pound on 
Cochin oll brought practically no orders into 
the market. 

“The forward situation, however, remains 
strong; in fact, the whole cocoanut oil situ- 
ation is strong so far as it is out of the 
hands of the American contingent; therefore, 
the low prices are caused by local condi- 
tions only. Bids of 7%c, for March delivery 
and 7c. for June delivery, prime East India 
Ceylon oil, have been declined and bids of 
6%c. for palm kernel oil for December ship- 
ment from Hamburg in reply to firm offer- 
ings from Hamburg of 6%c, have also been 
declined, showing that the European situ- 
ation cannot in any way be compared with 
local conditions as mentioned above.”

Omnibus Suit Against Oil Companies. 
PROCEEDINGS FOR ANNULMENT OF 
CHARTER AGAINST TEXAS CORPORA- 


TIONS—HEAVY PENALTIES ASKED 
AGAINST OUTSIDE DEFENDANTS. 


Beaumont, Tex., Nov. 12, 1907. 


Attorney General Davidson, of Texas, on 
November 6, filed in the District Court of 
Travis county, at Austin, the State cap- 
ital, an omnibus suit against the Security 
Oil Company of Beaumont, the Navarro 


for Ceylon oil we 


Refining Company (formerly Corsicana 
Refining Company), of Coriscana, the 
Union Tank Line Company, the National 


Transit Company, and the Standard Oil 
companies of New York, New Jersey and 
Indiana, asking that the charters of the 
first two concerns, both of which are 
Texas corporations, be forfeited, and for 
penalties from each defendant in the sum 
of $6,900.00. Upon motion of the State, 
Judge Calhoun, granted a temporary in- 
junction restraining the companies named 
in the petition from removing any of their 
property from the State. he Attorney 
General also asks that receivers be ap- 
pointed for the properties of the defendant 
companies in this State. A hearing on 
the application for receivers is set for 
January 6, 1908, in the Fifty-third District 
Court at Austin. The receivership action 
is in line with that followed in the Wa- 
ters-Pierce Oil Company case, and is based 
upon authority presumed to have been 
granted by the act of 197. James H. 
Hart was appointed a special commission- 
er to take testimony in the case, with 
authority under the new Texas statute to 
secure testimony in any | ay of the State 
the same to be admissible at the trial 
of the case. The suit is based upon the 
assumption that the Standard Oil Com- 
pany owns or controls both the Corsicana 
refinery (Navarro Refining Company) and 
the Security Oil Company, operating a re- 
finery with a capacity of 8,000 barrels of 
crude oil a day at Beaumont. It was es- 
tablished in the recent Standard hearing 
in New York that the National Transit 
Company, a subsidiary concern of the 
Standard, furnished the money to build 
the Corsicana plant in 1898. The prop- 
erty was operated as a partnership by 
Cc. N. Payne and H. C. Folger, Jr., and 
in 1906, at the suggestion of Daniel O’Day, 
head of the Standard’s pipe line depart- 
ment, the Coriscana plant was trans- 
ferred to Messrs. Folger and Payne, to be 
paid for out of the profits. A payment 
of over $100,000 was made in this way last 
year. Testimony was taken as to the Se- 
curity Oil Company, but so far as_ is 
known, the government’s attorney, Mr. 
Kellogg, failed to establish the Stand- 
ard’s ownership of this company. w- 
ard Bayne, assistant secretary of the Se- 
curity Company, testified that the own- 
ership of the company was vested in the 
London Commercial Trading & Invest- 
ment Co. up to two years ago. The Se- 
curity refinery was built under direction 
of Colonel George A. Burt, of West Vir- 
ginia, and was operated in his name for 
a time. It was then transferred to the 
Security Oil Company, a Texas co ra- 
tion with $3,000,000 capital. The Corsicana 
refinery was built as a result of the dis- 
covery of light oil at Corsicana. It has 
a capacity of about 3,300 barrels of crude 
oil a day, and has lately been running on 
both Corsicana crude and Glenn pool (I. 
T.) crude, shipped by tank car from the 
Territo oil field to Corsicana. The Se- 
curity On Company operated with Gulf 
Coast crude until last summer, when it 
began to receive a supply of Glenn pool 
crude from Indian Territory by tank car, 


its receipts in the last few months averag- 
ing 7,000 to 8,000 barrels a day. The Se- 
curity has not been a purchaser of Texas 
oil this year. 

An immediate result of the temporary 
injunction granted in connection with the 
suit filed by the Attorney General is an 
order to shut down the Security refinery. 
Under the terms of the injunction as 
originally issued, it would be unlawful 
for the Union Tank line cars to leave the 
State, and Union Tank line cars have been 
used to ship the Security Company’s sup- 
ply of Indian Territory crude to Beau- 
mont. The shipments, amounting to some 
40 cars a day, have been stopped, and 
Vice-President Edwards, of the Security 
Company, has written an open letter, in 
which he explains why the company, un- 
der the existing circumstances, cannot 
continue to operate its plant. He ex- 
presses the belief, however, that the in- 
junction will be modified, and that the 
company will be able to resume operations 
in the very near future. Mr. Edwards’ 
letter was addressed to John N. Gilbert, 
a leading citizen of Beaumont, and chair- 
man of a committee appointed last Fri- 
day night at a mass meeting of Beau- 
mont business men, held to discuss the 
filing of the suit and to take any action 
possible in the premises. The committee, 
composed of foremost citizens of the 
town, was delegated to examine into the 
matter of the suit and report back to an 
adjourned meeting. Mr. Gilbert wrote to 
Mr. Edwards for information, and it was 
the reply_to this letter that was made 
public to-day. 

As an indication of the Standard Oil 
Company’s policy with regard to the in- 
junction, it is noted in to-day’s newspa- 
per reports that the Standard tank steam- 
er Delaware, bound from New York to 
Sabine to load a cargo of oil, returned 
empty to New York, the captain havin 
received his instructions while the vesse 
was lying outside the harbor, preparatory 
to coming in for its cargo. If there is no 
modification of the court’s order the 
Standard probably will refuse to send its 
vessels to Port Arthur and Sabine, and 
in this event the movement of oil 
through these ports will be seriously in- 
terfered with as the Standard takes a 
7“ proportion of it. 

The statement of Vice-President Ed- 
wards, of the Security Oil Company, is 
as follows:— 

Beaumont, Nov. 9. 
Mr. John N. Gilbert. 

Dear Sir:—Your letter of this date addressed 
to me as vice-president of the Security Oil 
Company, which was written on behalf of a 
committee recently appointed at a _ citizens’ 
meeting held in this city for the purpose of 
considering what action the community should 
take with regard to the anti-trust suit filed by 
the Attorney-General against the Security Oil 
Company and other corporations and individ- 
uals, to hand. 

The object of your letter, as indicated therein, 
is to secure certain data to present to the pub- 
lic and the State authorities having this suit 
in charge, with the hope, apparently, of se- 
curing a -withdrawal of the suit. 

The Security Oil Company is deeply appre- 
ciative of the kindly. interest and friendly feel- 
ing of the citizens of Beaumont, and feels no 
small degree of satisfaction in the fact that 
its effort to obey the law and conduct its busi- 
ness fairly and properly is understood by the 
community having actual knowledge of its 
daily acts. However, as much as we appreciate 
your kindly intentions, it appears to us that 
any effort to secure a withdrawal of the suit 
would be unavailing, and possibly misunder- 
stood; therefore, while we deeply deplore the 
filing of this suit (which, of course, appears to 
us unwarranted), still since it has been filed we 
realize that the court, under a dispassionate 
and judicial presentation of the facts, is the 
only proper tribunal for the trial of the case. 

This company would, on its part, regard it as 
an injustice to it for any public agitation out 
of the court room to be brought about which 
might result in influencing the decision, so, in 
the same spirit and for a like reason, we must 
ask our friends to desist from any movement 
that might have even the appearance of an ef- 
fort to influence the courts. 

The Attorney-General doubtless feels that 
he is doing his duty as he sees it, and since 
he, though unfortunately for us, has seen fit 
to file this suit, we have no other desire than 
to meet the issues fairly and fight them out 
in courts. 

We think this reply through the public press 
advisable, to the end that our position in the 
matter may be understood and in deference to 
the action of the public originating your re- 
quest. 

Tn this connection it seems not inappropriate 
and, in fact, due to ourselves and to this com- 
munity, which has shown such a kindly spirit 
and interest, for me to explain before conclud- 
ing another matter which might be misunder- 
stood. 

The injunction granted in this suit (which ts 
brought against a number of other defendants 
as well as against the Security Oil Company) 
prohibits each of them from removing any of 
its property from the State and from disposing 
of any of it. While the Security Oil Company 
has succeeded in securing a modification of 
this injunction so as to permit it, under cer- 
tain restrictions, to conduct its business, in 
due course of trade, still there are other de- 
fendants in the case who have not secured 
any modification of the injunction as originally 
granted. Some of these defendants furnish a 
considerable portion of the cars bringing the 
crude oil to our plant, and a large portion of 
the cars and ships transporting from our plant 
the manufactured products thereof to points out 
of the State. When it is understood that at 
present practically all of our crude oil is ob- 
tained from the Indian Territory. and approx- 
imately 95 per cent. of our manufactured prod- 
uct is sold for use out of the State, it will be 
readily seen that we cannot carry on business 
under this injunction as it now exists, for the 
other defendants (upon whom the purchasers 
from us ate largely dependent for transporta- 
tion facilities) will not bring their cars and 
ships to this State for fear that the iniunction 
granted might tie them up while within the 
State. As soon as some of our customers were 
advised of this injunction they canceled their 
orders, and the result is we cannot move out 
or dispose of the bulk of our manufactured 
products, and, as our storage facilities are al- 
ready taxed to the limit, we have no means of 
carrying on the business of the company until 
these difficulties are removed, which we hone 
will be soon. As a result of this situation the 
company will be forced temporarily to shut 
down its plant, which we trust will be for a 
short while only. as every effort will be made 
to remove the difficulties and resume business. 

This situation is, of course, a great misfor- 
tune, and will result in a serious loss to us 
and the community, as will appear from the 
followine facts given in response to your re- 
auest:—The company has over 400 emploves on 
{ts pavroll, pays out annually over $200.000 
for jabor, has paid, all told. for labor since 
its onerations began ahout $1.684.000, pays over 
£92.00 annually in State and county taxes, 
purchases about $9,500 worth of oil per day, 
or $3,467,500 worth per annum. and. purchases 
nee Sepoties at the rate of about $20,000 per 
month. 


Texas, 
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The serious results flowing from ,this injunc- 
tion were doubtless not fully appreciated when 
the temporary order was granted without hear- 


ing, and when fully understood we hope that 
the order will be so changed as to permit the 
business to proceed, pending litigation. 

As the results are more serious to this com- 
pany than to any one else, you may rest as- 
sured that its effort will be to remove difficul- 
ties as rapidly as possible.

Production of Coal Tar Products. 
U. S. GEOLOGICAL REPORT NOTES A 
RETROGRADE MOVEMENT IN CON- 
STRUCTION AND OPERATION OF 
BY-PRODUCT COKE OVENS— 
STEADY INCREASE IN 


VALUE OF IMPORTS. 
Washington, Nov. 15, 1907. 

A retrogade movement in the construc- 
tion and operation of by-product coke 
ovens, which are now relied upon for the 
current supply of coal tar, ammonia and 
other products of the distillation of coal, 
is noted in a special report of the U. 8. 
Geological Survey, which embraces some 
interesting information with regard to the 
production of tar, ammonia, etc., and the 
steadily increasing importation of coal tar 
products. 

For a number of years, prior to 1902, 
there was a large annual increase in the 
number of retort ovens built for the man- 
ufacture of coke, and as a result there 
was an extraordinarily large gain in the 
output of tar, ammonia and other by- 
products. The retort oven effects a very 
important economy in the distillation of 
coal, yielding nearly 75 per cent. of the 
total carbon in the form of coke, while 
the ordinary beehive oven yields less 
than 60 per cent. At the close of 1901, 
when there were only 1,165 by-product 
ovens completed in the United States, 
there were 1,533 in the course of construc- 
tion, 498 of which were completed dur- 
ing the following year. At the close of 
1902, 1,346 retort ovens were building, 293 
of which were added to the completed 
plants in 1908. At the close of 1903, 1,335 
new ovens were building, and 954 of these 
were put in blast before January 1, 1%, 
at which time 822 new ovens were in 
course of construction. At the close of 
1905 there were only 417 new ovens build- 
ing, and at the close of 196, new work 
was limited to 112 Otto-Hoffman ovens, 
which have since been completed and put 
in blast. 

One of the reasons that has been as- 
signed for the comparatively retrogressive 
condition exhibited by the statistics for 
1905 and 1906 (comparison being made with 
beehive oven construction, 5,893 new bee- 
hive ovens having been completed in 1906, 
with 4407 building at the close of the 
year), is the lack of a profitable market 
for coal tar, and yet the United States 
is importing coal-tar products to the 
value of several million dollars annually, 
while the development of the fuel-briquet- 
ting industry has been held back because 
of the lack of assurance of a steady sup- 
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ply of coal-tar pitch for a binder, and 
users of creosoting oils for the preserva- 
tion of timber complain of an insufficient 
domestic supply of this product of coal- 
tar distillation. 

The most important development in by- 
product oven construction promised for 
the future is in the announcement made 
by the United States Steel Corporation 
that a plant of 1,000 retort ovens will be 
built at Gary, Ind., and operated in con- 
nection with the new steel works under 
construction at that place. The type and 
the general method of construction have 
not been made public, but the ovens are 
reported as being different in design from 
the ones now in use. 

A steady increase in the value of the 
coal-tar products annually imported into 
the United States would seen to indi- 


cate that domestic manufacturers were 
overlooking an opportunity to supply a 
heavy and constant demand for these 


commodities. The following table shows 
the value of the imports of coal-tar prod- 
ucts during the past five years, together 
with the duties paid thereon:—

The local market during the past six 
days has been one of quiet routine, and 
with the exception of a lowering of the 
card price of 2 cents early in the week, 
there has been no special feature to a 
situation already so well understood. 
The new list prices for jobbing lots 
bring Western and State oil down to a 
46 cent basis for 5 or more barrels and 
city oil to 48, with single barrels held 
on the usual cent advance on these 
figures. Car lots of out-of-town oil 
were quoted at 45 cents. Whether it is 
possible to shade this price can bet- 
ter be decided by a firm offer to buy, 
and there is little car business offering. 
The market as a whole may be quoted 
as steady at current prices, with the 
possibility of picking up a bargain here 
or there from second hands where 
cash is more necessary than oil. The 
same conservative spirit is everywhere 
in evidence, neither crusher nor manu- 
facturing consumer is in the mood to 
enter upon extended engagements, and 
seldom if ever has the market at this 
season been found so bare of orders for 
future’ delivery. Consumption has 
been steady and probably not much be- 
low normal for the time of year, and 
should the financial clouds roll away 
good early winter business may be ex- 
pected.

Cottonseed Oil. 


The trend of the market has been one 
of uncertainty and great irregularity, 
finally closing in a semi-demoralized 
condition and establishing new low 
records for this movement. Early in 
the week the feeling was more hope- 
ful, financial conditions were not such 
as to encourage any wild upward 
movement, but reports of unfavorable 
weather in the northern and central 
portions of the cotton belt, and an up- 
ward movement in cotton were at least 
steadying influences. Foreign pur- 
chasers also sustained prices for a 
time, Marseilles taking a liberal 
amount of stuff for January-June ship- 
ments on the basis of 62 francs. Cable 
advices have indicated a scarcity on 
spot abroad, while other seed oils are 
higher, with offerings extremely 
limited. There was a_ noticeable 
absence of outside speculation early 
in the week, and the volume of 
trading was considerably smaller than 
that noted in our previous report. 
About the only ones doing anything in 
the options or on spot were trade in- 
terests and professional operators, with 
the foreigners naturally the best buy- 
ers in absorbing contracts on any weak 
spots. Purchases were based on the 
assumption that buying on a scale 
down from prevailing prices would 
look cheap when money market condi- 
tions become normal. On Thursday 
the situation showed signs of weak- 
ening. Spot, which had been accum- 
mulating on rather heavy shipments, 
was forced to a parity with November. 
The remainder of the market was also 
easier under scattered selling for pro- 
fessional account. The market, once 
started on its downward course, needed 
but a push to become active, and on 
Friday a break in the crude market 
gave the bearish element sufficient 
courage to pull the string, and prices 
yielded in all positions from Ic. to 2c. 
a gallon. Spot was offered at 33c., 
with no takers, which is the lowest 
offered price for the real stuff this 
year. The crushers have had their own 
troubles. A scarcity of tank cars is 
reported in some sections, while the 
difficulty in obtaining sufficient funds 
to carry holdings, has in many in- 
stances put the crushers at the mercy 
of prospective purchasers. Sales are 
reported all the way from 21%@23'éc. 
according to seller, position and loca- 
tion.

whales. The Narwhal, the only vessel 
that wintered in the Arctic last year, 
secured seven bowheads late in the 
Yall, and the Karluk, that will winter 
this year, has taken her catch of one 
bowhead with her, so that the yield 
of whalebone is from 64 bowheads and 
three right whales, which has been re- 
ceived, estimated at about 115,000 
pounds. Trade passing at New Bedford 
is of a more or less routine character, 
rather light in the aggregate and car- 
rying through no parcels of noteworthy 
size. Spot quotations ruling are $4.75@ 
5.75 for Arctic prime, $4.25@4.50 for 
Northwest and $4@4.25 for South Sea. 

STEARIC ACID.—Manufacturers of 
stearic acid are reported as running 
to full capacity in their efforts to keep 
abreast of early contracts. The effect 
of outside influences is, however, re- 
flected in what should be a lively job- 
bing demand at this time, but which 
is in reality a very dull movement. 
Carlots of No. 2 are quoted at 11%c., 
smaller shipments holding at 12%4@13c.

holding aloof from the principal bourse and de- 
clining to make its prices a standard for com- 
petitors and wholesalers on which to base their 
operations, 

Another German company controlling other 
foreign petroleum followed this example and 
makes occasional quotations for the heavy Rus- 
sian oil or again publishes no prices whatever. 
Instead of the wholesale figures which held 
good for all Germany, the retail prices are 
made public in the numerous localities where 
American coal oil is sold. It may be men- 
tioned that the retail prices have again been 
raised, but this time the advance was not 
heralded, as would have been the case hereto- 
fore, by earlier quotations on the bourse. This 
new departure has affected the small dealers 


and customers as well as the wholesale men, 
and indicates that the German concern asso- 
ciated with the commanding oil interests of the 


United States is able practically to dictate its 
own terms, 

COMPREHENSIVE SELLING SYSTEM— 

COMPETITIVE OILS. 

The company has spread its selling agencies 
throughout the country, supplying the small 
dealers direct from the imports on the Ger- 
man seaboard. This means the elimination of 
the middlemen, who were at one time an 
important factor in the oil trade in Germany. 
Their position has now dwindled into com- 
parative insignificance. The method of carry- 
ing oil by wagon from town to village along 
the highways of the interior has enabled the 
German company to come in direct touch with 
the small dealers, with the result that the 
wholesalers can no longer compete success- 
fully. 

American petroleum on its own merits and 
under all conditions will take the foremost po- 
sition in hte German market, but it should 
not be understood that it is without rivala. 
The chief of these in the past was Russian 
oil, although, since the unsettled labor condi- 
tions in the Caucasian oil district, the export 
to Germany has materially lessened, with the 
consequence that a German-Russian company, 
which was largely interested in the Russian 
product, joined with the importers of Rou- 
manian oil, whom they had formerly opposed 
at every step. Hence there is a concern of no 
mean magnitude united for exploitation of the 
cheaper Russian and Roumanian oils. If the 
clientele of this organization, which came into 
existence during the beginning of the current 
year, awaited a sharp drop in prices it soon 
suffered disillusion. 

There is cne other American company which, 
in spite of competition, stands alone and does 
a good commendable trade in American oil in 
Germany. Besides, there are importers of 
Austrian petroleum carrying on their business 
independently. It is well to note that the 
importation of this grade of oil has steadily 
increased, and of late, in particular, has shown 
a marked advance in quantity. Finally, purely 
German petroleum 1s on the market, but the 
output is limited at present and its effect on 
the general situation is noticeable in only 
slight degree.

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PETROLEUM MARKET. 


Saturday Noon, Nov. 16, 1907. 


Late reports from the lower South- 
west fields have disclosed nothing of an 
encouraging character. Operations are 
chiefly in the shallow sand districts 
within well defined limits and light pro- 
ducers and gassers have, as a rule, been 
the most prolific results. Fourth sand 
developments have been backward and 
the incentive to renewed activity that 
was recently stimulated in Roane, Har- 
rison and Lincoln counties, West Vir- 
ginia, seems to have abated. Lincoln 
county furnished the most promising 
of recent completions in a show for a 
50-barrel producer on a second test in 
the Duval district. The drill is active 
in Church’s district, Wetzel county, in 
the same State, where one of the re- 
cent completions is credited with main- 
taining better than 200 barrels a day. 
The Congo pool in Hancock county re- 
maing in the background, so far as en- 
couraging results are concerned, the 
most favorable showing recently en- 
countered being one for 20 barrels in the 
Berea grit. Nothing to reward opera- 
tors who have been persistently seeking 
to find a lead from the big producer in 
the Bristoria district, Greene county, 
Pa., has been experienced, and there is 
a disposition on their part to abandon 
further search. Considerable interest 
centers in the Clinton lime formation 
in Fairfield county, southwestern Ohio, 
and five producing wells there have 
strengthened the impression that the 
formation offers the most encouraging 
prospects in the county. The lagest 
completion was reported good for more 
than 100 barrels a day. There is a rush 
on the part of lease holders in the 
vicinity to push developments while 
weather conditions continue favorable. 
The Caldwell district of Noble county 
furnished a 70-barrel producer, which 
is considerably above the average for 
the section. In the Lima field of north- 
western Ohio the feature of the week’s 
operations was the completion of two 
wells in Seneca county with a com- 
bined output of 208 barrels. On the 
Indiana side unusual activity is re- 
ported in Wells, Jay and Grant counties, 
but the runs from the field during the 
first nine days of the month amounted 
to an average of 8,779 barrels a day, 
which is said to be the smallest in the 
history of the field since it became a 
factor in the petroleum industry. The 
total completions for the entire Lima 
field for the week were 44, of which 
40 contributed a daily production of 876 
barrels, an average of nearly 22 barrels 
per well, which is considered a gratify- 
ing record. Advices from our corre- 
spondent in Illinois show completions 
for the week of 103 wells, of which 17 
were dry. The new production 
amounted to 8,159 barrels, an average of 
nearly 95 barrels per well. Crawford 
county remained well in the front with 
52 producing wells yielding 5,900 barrels. 
The runs from the wells of the entire 
field for the first nine days of the month 
amounted to 668,621 barrels, a daily 
average of 74,291 barrels, while deliver- 
ies for the first ten days aggregated 


but 1,517 barrels, a daily average of 152 
barrels. Operations in Kentucky and 
Tennessee have been retarded by the 
first touch of winter and completions 
for the week numbered six, of which 
three were dusters, all in Kentucky. 
October statistics on the mid-continent 
field note that the runs reached a high 
record in the history of the field, ag- 
gregating 4,813,362 barrels. With more 
than 35,800,000 barrels already produced 
and disposed of, the year’s total may 
approximate 45,000,000 barrels if the Oc- 
tober record can be sustained over the 
last two months. Our correspondent 
writes of several large producers 
brought in recently in the Gulf coast 
field, one of the gusher class at Bat- 
son being credited with an initial flow 
of 125 barrels an hour and settling 
down two days later to 75 barrels an 
hour, or 1,800 barrels a day. Another 
decline of 10c. has been recorded in 
Somerset, Ky., crude establishing it 
at $1. 





Refined and Products. 


Conditions governing the local mar- 
ket for refined have shown no mate- 
rial change during the week beyond a 
decrease in the export movement. 
Clearances for the week have aggre- 
gated 7,580,520 gallons (5,196,140 gallons 
in bulk), against 12,695,160 gallons (7,- 
600,000 gallons in bulk), during the pre- 
vious week. There has been a fairly 
active week, however, in charters, en- 
gagements comprising 20,000 cases for 
prompt shipment to Matanzas, 25,000 
cases refined, naphtha and (or) gaso- 
line, December shipment to Lisbon and 
7,500 barrels refined, December ship- 
ment to Gothenburg. Values show no 
variation from the basis lately in effect, 
and there is no indication of any abate- 
ment of firmness. Our correspondent 
writes of a further decline in crude 
and the products on the Baku market, 
with prospects of even lower prices in 
the near future. The production is 
proceeding without interruption, and 
for the first nine months of the year 
(old style), showed a gain of 35,303,092 
poods over the total for the correspond- 
ing period in 1906. At Batoum stocks 
continue low, but there is little move- 
ment in the case product. The lower 
prices for kerosene, however, are ex- 
pected to stimulate demand. The Lon- 
don and Liverpool markets for lamp 
oils remain firm under increased deliv- 
eries, but the same quotations prevail. 
The Indian markets are on an unal- 
tered basis. Prices continue upward 
for American bulk and case oil, and 
Eastern bulk oil in Shanghai, and there 
has been material improvement in 
American bulk oil in Yokohama, case 
oil remaining unchanged. 

There has been nothing to distin- 
guish the course of the market for the 
products within the interval. The de- 
mand is reported up to the seasonable 
average and quotations for all descrip- 
tions remain unaltered. The export 
movement in naphtha continues on a 
smaller scale, clearances aggregating 
48,860 gallons, against 92,400 gallons 
during the previous week. 

There has been an active movement 
in residuum into foreign channels, the 
total for the week being 2,017,860 gal- 
lons.

Fields. 
Barbourville, Ky., Nov. 13. 

Kentucky-Tennessee operations show @ slight 
decline so far this month, brought about part- 
ly by the bad weather and partly by a fluctu- 
ating oil market. The winter season 15 hav- 
ing its first effects at retarding developments, 
and drilling is progressing slowly in sections 
where bad roads retard the moving of heavy 
machinery. Compietions for the week aggre- 
gate but six, there being three dusters to mar 
the record, and an initial daily production of 
only thirty-five barrels being recorded. A 
smailer average production shows up than 
tormerly, ail the late completions being within 
¥ where driliing tocations are be- 
Some drilling is being tried out 

lines, but results im that di- 
rection are siow. Wayne and Wolle counties 
furnished results for the last week, while one 
dry hvle resuited In Knox county. On the 
Yennessee side no completions were made. 
Among late strikes in Wayne county the New 
Domain Oil & Gas ~ompany (Standard) landed 
a ftive-parreler at Slickiord; the Petroleum De- 
velopment Company an eight-barrel pumper at 
Parmieysville, anu the Jack Oil Company @ 
tive-barieler at Cooper, ‘these three districts 
ot late are contributing smaller strikes than 
formerly. In the Elk Spring Valley region of 
Wayne, where some drilling is being tried out 
beyond defined lines, a dusier was encountered 
in the Wood Oil Company's test. The oniy 
field in upper Kentucky where a strike was 
made during the week was in Wolfe county, 
the deep sand field of Kentucky. In the Camp- 
ton pool of that county the Morgan Oil Com- 
pany, a pioneer concern, has a 15-barrel pump- 
er in the 1,200-foot sand. In the southeastern 
Kentucky district a damper was thrown upon 
the enthusiasm of those who were predicting 
great things in Knox county by the completion 
of a ary hole in the 2,0yU-foot test drilled by 
the Cumberland Natural Gas Company, All 
the sands encountered in this test were dry. 
Notwithstanding the failure of this initial test, 
to the completion of which much importance 
was attached, other deep tests will be drilled 
at once. The territory being tried out is in an 
entirely new direction and several punctures 
will be made betore ‘‘wild-catting is aban- 
doned. Within a mile of where the test work 
is being accomplished the deepest well in Ken- 
tucky was drilled four years ago. This well 
reached a depth of 2,800 feet, and at 1,800 
feet an enormous flow of gas was developed. 
This gasser is now being drawn upon tor com- 
mercial purposes, the output being used in 
southeastern Kentucky towns. In this well 
some vil was also found, and this resource of 
nature is believed to exist in good quantities 
in the deep formation. 

Of the newly-started work in new fields, that 
in upper Whitley county will command atten- 
tion. The Cumberland Natural Gas Company 
has started a two-thousand-foot test on the 
Bryant tract, in the Corbin neighborhood, The 
company will thoroughly test that section for 
deep of! and gas. Drilling is well under way, 
and results may be expected within the next 
few days. In the proven field of Whitley 
county there is a dearth of activity just now, 
although old wells are producing a fair amount 
of oil. Pipe line runs for a week show some 
improvement, aggregate daily production 
for ‘the period of 18,499 barrels being reg- 
istered. This shows an increase of nearly four 
thousand barrels over the runs of the preced- 
ing week. There has been much activity late- 
ly in renovating old wells and increasing the 
production, and to this is accredited the in- 
crease in the totai showing, rather than to an 
increasing new production The latest quota- 
tions on crude were $1.10 and 75 cents per 
barrel on the respective grades, paid by the 
Standard Oi] Company. The latest quotations of 
the Indian Refining Company were $1,253 on 
the better grade, but if the Standard’s reduc- 
tion of ten cents per bairel on the better 
grade is maintained, the independent concern 
will probably reduce its quotations to $1.15 per 
barrel. October developments in the Ken- 
tucky-Tennessee fields were confined almost 
entirely to lower Kentucky, Wayne county 
contributing the bulk of w.ne new _ production, 
which aggregated 225 barrels. The comple- 
tions totaled twenty-one, with seven drys and 
one grasser. Runs of oil aggregated 69,839 
barrels, an increase of 8,450 barrels over the 
figures for the preceding month.

Tennessee’s Petroleum Prospects. 

Barbourville, Ky., Nov. 13, 1907. 
now practically a back 
production concerned, 
wide area drillable 
territory, as has been proved in test work in 
the past, and that it wéll at some future time 
assume a prominent position in the list of petro- 
leum-producing States is a surmise which may 
weli be taken in view of the potentialities of 
the various districts in which drilling has 
been conducted, Gil has been found in an area 
of vast extent just below the Kentucky line, 
and while only two districts have been defined. 
the possibilities of petroleum production in 
many sections are _ excellent. “*Wild-cat” 
strikes have revealed. oil in commercial 
quantities in about a dozen counties in the 
State, and when conditions’ make the _ fur- 
ther development of the field desirable a 
revival of the industry on the Tennessee side 
may result in prolific oil fields being proved. 
The famous Bob’s Bar gushers were once the 
sensations of the Tennessee oil fields, and 
turned out several hundred thousand barrels 
before finally going dry. These wells were 
drilled in Fentriss county about a dozen years 
ago, and constituted the first real oil develop- 
ment south of the Ohio. Before drilling was 
undertaken on the Kentucky side on a com- 
mercial basis many wells of great productive- 
ness had been drilled in the Bob’s Bar region, 
and a pipe line company constructed a pipe 
line from the field to Somerset and marketing 
was carried on several years before a produc- 
tion was developed in Wayne county, Ken- 
tucky, the first Kentucky division to receive 
pipe line connections. After the Standard Oil 
Company acquired the pipe line running from 
3ob’s Bar to Somerset and the extension of 
the Cumberland Pipe Line system from West 

Virginia to the various Kentucky divisions, 
developments on the Tennessee side witnessed 
a great expansion. The Bob's Bar region of 
Fentriss county was well punctured, and the 
limits of the field proved. However, like most 
shallow wells of the gushing class, the Bob’s 
Bar strikes did not prove permanent. A later

The only real oil field in scnuessee has been 
developed in Fentriss county, but in a number 
of other counties the nucleus for development 
work has been created by occasional stiikes. 
One cause which contributed to a decline in 
interest both in the developed and undeveloped 
districts of Tennesgee was the rapidity with 
which the Kentucky divisions expanded. Then, 
too, the extra producing qualities of the initial 
strikes in Tennessee lead to too great expecta- 
tions, and many wells which would have made 
fair pumpers were abandoned because they did 
not turn out to be gushers. In Picketi and 
Wverton counties, adjoining Fentriss, a large 
number of test wells have been drilled, and in 
many of them oil was found in fair quantities. 
While most of the wells were completed in the 
shallow sand, which was found at an average 
depth of 400 feet, an occasional weil was 
taken to a depth of one thousand feet, and one 
deep test was finished up at 2,500 teet. Tue 
deepest test was drilied in Fentriss county. 
Searches for a deep oil-bearing formation were, 
with one or two exceptions, failures. Besides 
the testing in Fentriss, Pickett and Overton, 
several searches were made for oil in Cum- 
berland and Putnam, in the same section of 
Tennessee. In both these counties no success 
rewarded the efforts of the operators Within 
the last three months Campbell county hae 
been subjected to much test work, but there, 
too, dry holes were registered with discourag 
ing frequency. In none of these counties is 
drilling now under way An occasional test 
well has been driile@ in a wide area extending 
from Tipton county, on the Mississippi, to Bled 
soe county, in the eastern part of the State, 
but nothing of consequence has ever resulted 
from these punctures. Chicago operators last 
year got good oil flaws in several test wells in 
Bledsoe county, but drilling has not been fo:- 
lowed up. In Dixon and Robertson counties 
good showings of oil and gae have been found 
The oil which has been developed in the north- 
ern tier of counties is similar to the light grade 
product of the Kentucky fields, and when the 
Fentriss county fields were proaucing, the 
product commanded the same price paia tor the 
Kentucky grade. 

While the prospects for an early resumption 
of the oil development industry on a material 
seale are not very flattering, several sectione of 
Tennessee have undoubtedly shown enough of 
the oily fluid to command attention, and when 
the drill is once more put to work, the pros

San Francisco, Nov. 6, 1907. 
‘‘Despite the efforts of large oil-buying com- 
panies to conceal the truth, the fact has be- 
come known that the reserve supply of oil in 
the Bakersfield and Santa Maria fielde is so 
far below what it is supposed to be that 
many of the big storage tanks are empty and 
that the reserve oil supply throughout the 
State is being diminished more rapidly than 
all the producing wells can replenish it. Inde- 
pendent producers, led to believe that there 
was an abundant supply for all needs, now 
realize that a greater quantity of oil is being 
used than is being produced, and many of them 


will hold to what they have and refuse con- 
tracte at present prices.’ 
The above dispatch from Los Angeles con- 


firms our recent advices to the 
Santa Maria field, concerning 
demand for oil during the last 
condition of no storage reserves whatever, un- 
less a temporary one of the Union Oil Com- 
pany when it lacked pipe line facilities in the 
early part of the year,

Caisson with cement inside protecte the piles 
along tidewater lines where teredos infest. 
The end of the wharf is about 30 feet in depth. 
thus allowing some of the largest tank vessels 
to land. The approaches and surroundings of 
this wharf are being sounded and gradually 
cleared from obstructions. The pipe line from 
tanke, situated from 75 to 100 feet above water 
level, gives a good pressure for emptying crude 
or other oil directly into the ships’ tanks.

field lies about one mile east 
of the little town of Whittier on the top and 
sides of the range of hills that extend in an 
unbroken chain for 20 miles east, and in which 
we find the Brea Canyon and Fullerton flelds 
situated. It comprises about 2,400 acres of land 
divided up into oil companies, of which the 

Central Oil Company and the Murphy Oil 
Company are the largest. Oil was firet dis- 
covered by the Pickering Land and Water 
Company about twelve years ago. This com- 
pany then owned practically all of the land 
that now comprises the field and sold out to 
the Central Oil Company. The well was put 
down about one mile south of the present field 
and while not a big well was large enough to 
bring on quite a bodM and land was at a pre- 
mium The present companies have either 
bought or leased from the Central, which stil] 
has the largest holdings in the field. There 
is now a total of 116 producing welle, ten 
drilling wells and the oil finds a ready market 
at about $1 per barrel, that is where a long- 
time contract was not made during the low 
prices of a year ago. 

The Whittier Crude Oil Company has eight 
producing wells and is a very good property. 
The Turner Oil Company has finished its No 
10 well and is deepening its No. 9 It is the 
intention of this company to keep one string 
of tools running. 

The Canadian Pacific is drilling its No. 9 
The Central Oil Company ie drilling four wells 
and has the rigs up for three more. The Mur- 
phy Oil Company is drilling two wells in the 
Coyote hills, where it has two very good pro- 
ducing wells.

The Union Oil Company is sinking a test 
well on what is known as the Myers property 
about three miles southeast of Whittier.

Considerable excitement is being created over 
a well which was put down for water on the 
La Dabia Rancho, which has a very heavy gas 
pressure and a showing of oil, and it is under- 
stood that a well wiil be sunk for oil as soon 
as preparations can be made. 

BREA CANYON. 

There are 92 producing wells in this field and 
eight drilling wells. This field is joined on the 
east by the Olinda field, which has 139 pro- 
ducing wells, though the two fields are so near 
together that it is hard to tell where one com- 
mences and the other ends. It has 18 drilling 
wells and eeveral more that will be started 
within the next few days. 

The Fullerton Oil Company is drilling its 
No. 2 well in this field and has its derrick up 
for its No. 3, which is being rigged up. The 
Menges Oil Company is drilling its No. 3 with 
very good success. The Union Oil Company is 
drilling five wells on Sec. 7, Twp. 3, Range 9. 
It has just completed three wells on this 
property which bid fair to be good producers. 
It is putting up its rig for its No, 40. 

Graham & Loftus have four etrings of tools 
running and will start another at once. The 
Fullerton Consolidated Oil Company has four 
strings running and a rig up. The Puente Oil 
Company has four strings running and one 
rig up. 

The Telegraph Oil Company is driiling a we'!l 
in Telegraph Canyon which is reported to be 
pretty well down.

Operators at Jacksonville, 
ASSOCIATION DIVIDED ON QUESTION OF 
AGGRESSIVE ACTION INVOLVING GOV- 
ERNMENT INVESTIGATION OF PRES- 
ENT CONDITIONS—COLONEL TOOMER 
MAKES STRONG BUT UNAVAILING 
PLEA—COMMITTEE OF WAYS 
AND MEANS TO BE APPOINTED 
—SITUATION SAID TO BE 
CRITICAL—-J. G. BOYD 
ELECTED PRESIDENT. 
Discussion of the declining market at 
Savannah, a keen and fearless analysis 
of what he believed to be the reason 


therefor by Col. W. M. Toomer, the re- 
tiring president; the adoption or resolu- 
tions condemning the American Naval 


Stores Company for its efforts to close 
Jacksonville and Pensacola as markets; 
the offering ana later withdrawal of reso- 
lutions calling upon the Department of 
Justice of the United States to investigate 
the alleged manipulation of the turpentine 
market by tne American Neval Stores 
Company, and the election of J. G. Boyd, 
of Bartow, as president who, in his in- 
augural address counseled against drastic 
measures, these were the features of the 
annual meeting of the Turpentine Oper- 
ators’ Association, held in this city on 
Friday, November 8. 

Overshadowing every other feature was 
the discussion of the declining Savannah 
market. Only two days previous to the 
assembling of the operators for this an- 
nual meeting came the announcement 
from Savannah, authorized and confirmed 
by the American Naval Stores Company, 
that after December 1 all buying would 
be done at Savannah, thus closing the 
ports of Jacksonville and Pensacola. This, 
coupled with the steady fall of the mar- 
ket despite the repeated assurances that 
the present crop was 10 per cent. less than 
that of the previous year, made the dis- 
cussion of the market and the remedy for 
present conditions almost the sole matter 
of interest. 

Mr. P. L. Sutherland, an extensive op- 
erator, replying to the address of welcome 
by Maycr Sebring, stated that, despite the 
thought and study he had given the situ- 
ation, he had come to the meeting as one 
blindly groping in the dark, seeking a 
remedy and yet having none to suggest. 
He characterized the moment as a crisis 
and expressed the earnest hope that some 
adequate remedy would be found for the 


present conditions. 

Col. W. M. Toomer then presented his 
annual report. He plunged into the dis- 
cussion of the questions at issue, keenly 


analyzed the conditions as he found and 
pointed out what he believed to be the 
causes that had led up to them. He 
closed with a number of suggestions, ad- 
vising calling upon the United States to 
investigate, and warned the operators that 


he had authoritatively advised that the 
“enemies of the producers’’ were de- 
termined to disintegrate and dismember 
the association itself. 

His address was enthusiastically

ceived, and time and again he was inter- 
rupted by applause, applause that came 
spontaneously from all parts of the hall. 

In beginning his address Col. Toomer 
said, speaking earnestly and forcefully :— 
““Remedies, my _ friends, 
pleasant, nor are they 
Again, it isn’t necessary that a remedy cure 
in a moment, and time may be required tor 
the working out of the sought-for results. 

“I have never approached a problem with as 
much delicacy as | have approached this one, 
and yet, regardless of what financial loss it 
may mean to me, and even though it should 
bring me personal dishonor, I am going to 
state the plain, cold facts. I do not intend 
that those whom I believe the enemies of the 
producing end of this great industry shall ac- 
complish the end I feel certain they have in 
view until I have laid the facts before you. 
(Sustained applause.) 

“IT am going to discuss 
calmly, dispassionately. if 
who are angered, if they 

ments and consider, they 
above all things, I have 
question fairly; that I 
lieve to be the truth; 
just to all concerned.”’ 


Col. Toomer then presented his annual 
report, which was read from the type- 
written manuscript, and which proved the 
feature of the morning session of the con- 
vention. Coil. Toomer’s report was, in 
full, as follows:— 
“The Turpentine Operators’ Association: 
“Gentlemen—Your association has heretofore 
convened tor its regular annual meetings 
earlier in the fall. It was thought advisable, 
because of the unsettled and unsatisfactory 
conditions in some branches of the industry, 
which will be hereatter referred to, to deter 
this meeting to tne present time, with the 
hope that these conditions would have ad- 
justed themselves satisfactorily, or else that 
we might be in better position to understand 
ind deal with them. 
“The season of 1907-1908 
if further demonstration was necessary, that 
one branch, and a most important branch, of 
the naval stores industry is in a most un- 
business-like and deplorable condition. This 
industry consists of the producers, the fac- 
turage companies and the exporting or dis- 
tributing companies. 
“The producing end of the industry has suf- 
fered by storm, drouth, fire and inadequate, 
high-priced and inefficient labor; but nothwith- 
standing these elements and the voluntary cur- 
tailmenc of operations in many instances, it 
estimated that the crop of naval stores of 
1907-1908 will be approximately 89 per cent, of 
the crop of 1906-1907. 

THE SELLING END. 
“The selling end of the industry 
been for two years in a most 
dition, 
‘“*Turpentine to-day is quoted on the Savannah 
market at appreximately 20 cenis a gallon 
less than its market price last year on this 
date, 
“The average coset of 
turpentine during the 
operating profit and 
the ports, is 70 cents, 
“The average receipts at the combined ports, 
with interior shipments, have been beluw those 
of corresponding periods last year. 
“In the face of these facts, however, the 
crop from this State alone has been marketed 
thue far at a net loss below fair value to the 
producers of approximately $3,000,000. 
AN ARBITRARY PRICE. 


“It is to-day within the power of the Amer- 
ican Naval Stores Company, with the aid of 
the Standard Oil Company, or in the absence of 
its active competiiion, to fix the price of tur- 
pentine arbitrarily. 

“This is a condition which deserves an in- 
vestigation at the hands of the Federal gov- 
ernment, and the investigation should be thor- 
ough, with a view of determining whether the 
American Naval Stores Company and the 
Standard Oil Company, in active collusion and 
conspiracy, are oppressing the producers of 
turpentine in the eummer and the consumers of 
turpentine in the winter, or whether either or 
both of these companies combined are main- 
taining a monopoly in this article of inter- 
state commerce, 

“The insistent bidding down of the Savannah 
market during June, July, August, September 
and October of this year by the American 
Naval Stores Company and its refusal to buy 
there while grasping its supplies from Jack- 
sonville and closed ports; the taking by the 
Standard Oil Company of the bulk of its sup- 
plies from closed ports and Jacksonville and 
from the American Naval Stores Company, 
rather than by purchase on the Savannah mar- 
ket, where purchases might tend to etrengthen 
prices, are, if found to be true, circumstances 
which would lead the government to action. 


NO SELLING FACILITIES. 
‘*‘A majority of the factorage companies now 
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making a gallon of 
year 1907, plus a fair 
the carrying charges to 


receiving naval stores at the ports have no 
selling facilities whatever, and of necessity 
most of the product received by them is de- 


livered either to the American Naval Stores 
Company or to the Standard Oil Company at a 
market price fixed arbitrarily, without regard 
tuo the law of supply or demand or the sizes 
of the crop or any other consideration except 
the power to fix the price. 

“The operatore, or producers, are divided in.o 


two classes, those dependent upon the fac- 
torage companies and the independent pro- 
ducers. It is estimated that not exceeding 16 


per cent. of the producers, numerically and in 
point of output, are independent. 
‘Approximately 85 per cent. of the opergtors 
are under contract obligation to the factorage 
companies for control of their receipts. 
“The prevailing commission provided in these 
contracts for handling receipts is 2% per cent. 
of the gross receipte, and this per cent. of 
the gross receipts in 1907, it is estimated, will 
exceed 40 per cent. of the net profits of this 
class of producers. 

WHEN IT IS UNFAIR. 
“This is a tax which the dependent pro- 
ducers have contracted to pay, and should 
pay cheerfully if proper selling facilities are 
provided for their product; but it is an im- 
proper tax upon the dependent producers where 
the only eervice rendered is the delivery of the 
receipts to the middleman, who fixes the price 
and fixes it below the cost of the product. 
“The same commission of 2% per cent. is 
taxed on the receipts from the independent 
producers, and this commission is thought to be 
justified on the theory that the factorage com- 
panies are, as a rule, mutual companies, their 
stock being held in large part by producers. 

HOLDERS AND PRODUCERS. 

“It is a fact, however, worthy of consid- 
eration of the independent producers, that the 
largest holders of stock in the factorage com- 
panies are among the smaller producers, and 
the largest producers of turpentine hold a rela- 











tively small minority of the factorage stocks, 
and therefore this burden of 2% per cent. of 
the gross receipts, or say 40 per cent. of the 


net receipts of the 
evenly distributed, 

“These statements 
which I shall hereafter submit are made in 
the kindliest feeling toward these companies 
and with the hope and belief that a deliberate 
and dispassionate consideration of the condi- 
tion of the producers, which is now well-nigh 
intolerable, may not offend any one or strain 
the relations which have existed and should 


producers’ business, is not 


and recommendations 
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exist between the producers and their factorage 
companies, 
CALL ON THE GOVERNMENT. 

‘‘As a measure of relief for the selling end 
of this industry and in order to make pos- 
sible that open competition among distributing 
agencies which the law says shall exist, I 
recommend 

‘‘First—That the department of justice of the 
Federal government be invited to co-operate 
with representatives of the consumers and 


producers in a thorough investigation of the 
market conditions which have prevailed for 
turpentine during 1907, with a view of deter- 


mining whether to the injury of this entire in- 
dustry the law has been violated. 
FORM SELLING AGENCY. 

“Second—That the independent 
shall organize for themselves one or more sell- 
ing agencies at the ports of Jacksonville and 
Savannah, or, failing in this, that they ship 
their product direct for sale to any independent 
distributing company at either port, now en- 
deavoring to compete with the American Naval 
Stores Company and Standard Oil Company. 

“Third—That the factorage companies’ be 
urged by the dependent producers, each com- 
pany for itself if necessary, or two or more 
factorage companies combined, to establish an 
exporting or selling company and drawing from 
the dependent producers in this movement such 
co-operation as their necessities will permit 
them to afford. 

‘It is useless to recommend to the dependent 
producers that they shall do anything except 
what the factors are willing that they should 
do, and for this reason it is suggested that the 
factors lead in this movement and receive such 
assistance as the dependent producers are in 
a position to give. 

FOR MINIMUM OPERATIONS. 


‘‘Fourth—While ordinarily a business should 
not be curtailed below the point where it can- 
not make its fixed charges and a small net 
earning, yet in the absence of any selling fa- 
cilities and with the presence of the American 
Naval Stores Company and Standard Oil Com- 
pany, now powerful influences in the market, 
I recommend that the operations for 1908-09 be 
reduced to an absolute minimum, 

“While the law of supply and demand has 
played a small part in the market conditions 
this year, and while it is possible that a re- 
duced output may still be sold for an inad- 
equate price, it is more conservative that this 
course should be pursued, and the contrary 
course may result in the bankruptcy of a large 
majority of dependent producers, 


producers 


THAT ADULTERATION CHARGE, 
“It has been urged by the Standard Oil 
Company in defense of its apparent sympathy 


with the present ruinous price of turpentine 
that there have been increased adulterations of 
turpentine with naphtha and kerosene. 

“This is plausible, but not probable, for the 
inducement to adulterate is scarcely so tempt- 
ing to the consumer when turpentine can be 
had at less than cost of production and when 
turpentine sold in 1905 at a fair profit to the 
producer, or in 1906 which the Standard Oil 
Company was accredited with having resisted 
for seven weeks a ‘‘bear’’ attack on the Sa- 
vannah market and held that market at 57\c., 
which was less than a fair price under condi- 
tions then prevailing. 

“It has been suggested by that company and 
the American Naval Stores Company that wood 
spirits have been substituted to some extent 
for gum spirits. 

“This is not true to any appreciable extent. 
The output of wood spirits is so spasmodic and 
small that I am advised by the government it 
has been unable to tabulate any statistics upon 
the subject, and every plant within my knowl- 
edge heretofore erected is shut down with one 
exception, and that one I believe is operating 
at a loss. 

FACING A CRISIS. 

‘Monetary conditions following a_ recent 
financial flurry are now being urged as a 
palliation for the present pitiable condition of 
the turpentine market. This is not an explana- 
tion of the conditions prevailing in the heaviest 
producing months of this year when no finan- 
cial tightness existed. 

“The American Naval Stores Company is 
quoted in the public prints as having expressed 
its purpose not to buy a barrel of turpentine 
after December 1, 1907, except on the Sa- 
vannah market. 

“If no selling facilities are provided at the 
ports of Pensacola and Jacksonville for the 
ensuing year and the receipts are to be diverted 
to Savannah and delivered to the American 
Naval Stores Company and the Standard Oil 
Company on a market which it is in their 
power to make, the conditions will be intol- 
erable and this industry is now facing a crisis. 

WHAT IS MANIFEST. 

“The American Naval Stores Company is 
further quoted in the public primts as having 
impudently summoned the factorage companies 
at Jacksonville for a conference with it at 
Savannah, and boldly outlined its future policy 
of not only taking these Jacksonville receipts 
at prices which it will be in its power to fix, 
but of demanding that these receipts be de- 
livered in Savannah, where their presence will 
be an aid to the depression of that market 
and where the operator in Florida will stand 
the leakage, lost interest and pay added 
freight. 

“It is clearly manifest that it is and has 
been the purpose of the American Naval Stores 
Company and the Standard Oil Company to 
coerce and require of the factorage companies 
that their influence be brought to bear as pow- 
erfully as possible to require any independent 
producers who have turpentine in tanks, and 
any producers’ company like the Naval Stores 
Export Company which has turpentine in tanks, 
to surrender these holdings for delivery to the 
American Naval Stores Company. 

WHAT IT MEANS, 

“If these demands are to be complied with 
the meaning of it is that the industry is in 
the cruel clutch of these two corporations, the 
American Naval Stores Company and the 
Standard Oil Company. 





“If this is to be done, I do not intend that 
it shall be done until the Turpentine Oper- 
ators’ Association is fully advised as to the 


motives of these companies in demanding the 
surrender of even the seed of competition, nor 
shall I hesitate to fix the responsibility for this 
confiscation, if it occurs, of the turpentine 
producers’ interests 
TO DISMEMBER ASSOCIATION, 

“f. am authoritatively advised that in 
suit of the policy heretofore adopted by 
enemies of the producers that there 
foot an earnest effort to disintegrate and dis- 
member this association, and I deem it proper 
that you should have this under consideration. 

“T commend these matters to the deliberate 
and serious considerations of the operators and 
factors alike, and in order that they may 
hereafter, from time to time, be more often 
and more thoroughly considered, I Invite every 
producer of turpentine, whether factor or oper- 
ator, to unite with the membersnuip of this 
association and assist in its deliberations."’ 

When the applause that greeted the 
reading of this report had subsided and 
the motion that it be received and filed 
had been adopted, President Toomer called 
for a general discussion of the questions 
at issue. None was forthcoming. He then 
ealled upon several of the more prom- 
inent operators by name, but each and 
every one stated that he, too, was without 


pur- 
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a remedy to suggest, and sought advice 
and help rather than stood prepared to 
give it to others. 

The president then called Vice-President 
A. Sessoms to the chair, and, taking the 
floor, moved that a committee of five be 
named to make nominations for officers 
for the ensuing year, with instructions to 
report at once. This motion was carried. 

Vice-President Sessoms asked Col. 
Toomer to resume the chair and appoint 
the committee, but the latter declined, 
stating that he had called the second of- 
ticer of the association to the chair pur- 
posely to avoid making this appointment. 

Vice-President Sessoms then named, as 
the Nominating Committee Messrs. P. L. 
Sutherland, S. A. Alford, D. J. Herrin, 
W. 8S. Jordan and W,. 8S. Jackson. The 
committee retired to an ante-room to be- 
gin its work, and the association resolved 
itself into informal session 

In the meantime, after Mr. J. Clarke, 
Jr., a young operator, had characterized 
Mr. S. P. Shotter, president of the Amer- 
ican Naval Stores Company, ‘a seif-ap- 
pointed Caesar,’’ one of the operators 
espied Mr, John W. Harris, prominent in 
naval stores circles, in the hall. He called 
upon him to state what had transpired at 
the Shotter conference, or so much thereof 
as he was at liberty to divulge. 

Mr. Harris responded with a full and 
frank statement. He said that he and 
several of the leading factors had met 
with Mr. Shotter, and that Mr. Shotter 
had said the Jacksonville and Pensacola 
markets were to be closed, and all buying 
done in Savannah. The first intention was 
to make this closing take effect immedi- 
ately but, in order not to further depress 
the market or interfere in any way with 
the financial situation, spirits would be 
bought in Jacksonville until December 1. 

The reason assigned, Mr. Harris said, 
was the fact that the Jacksonville banks 
could not or would not handle the situa- 
tion. Later Mr. J. A. G, Carson, of Sa- 
vannah, had stated to him (Harris) that 
the question was solely one of finance, 
and had suggested that it be taken up by 
the factors and representatives of the 
Jacksonville banks. 

This suggestion had been followed and 
conferences were then being had, Mr. 
Harris stated in closing, though with what 
results he was unable to say. 

Col. Toomer defended the Jacksonville 
banks. They were probably, he _ said, 
financing Savannah exporters to the ex- 
tent of $300,000, while the Savannah banks 
were financing Jacksonville exporters to 
probably’ less than $100,000, and he cited 
some instances to show how strong and 
legal they were. The real object of the 
move, he said, was to divert shipments in 
order to depress prices. Referring to 
newspaper comment on the subject, he 
said:—‘*The Naval Stores Review, recog- 
nized as the organ of the American Naval 
Stores Company, is written by a man 
named Gamble. One consolation is that 
nobody believes what he has to say in 
this matter.’’ The speaker then referred 
to the statement that the turpentine now 
in tanks must be forced out as a sug- 
gestion which came in poor grace from 
the American Naval Stores Company. To 
arinounce that it is going to force out of 
tanks what it forced into them was, he 
thought, decidedly strange. 

The nominations, unanimously reported, 
were as follows:—For president, J. G. 
Boyd, of Bartow; for vice-president, A. 
Sessoms; for secretary, J. A. Hollomon; 
for treasurer, John Henderson; Executive 
Committee, J. G. Boyd, A. Sessoms, J. A. 
Hollomon, John Henderson, J. B. Padgett, 
A. G. Paul, F. J. O’Hara, R. S. Hall, J. 8S. 
Shingler and W. N. Mattox. 

Col. Toomer, who was presiding, stated 
that a motion to adopt the report would 
be construed as equivalent to election of 
the nominees. There was just an instant 
hesitation, and then the motion came, was 
promptly seconded, and carried, with no 
dissenting vote, though with many of the 
operators not voting. 

President Toomer at once left the chair, 
and President Boyd succeeded him. 

Pacification was the keynote of Presi- 
dent Boyd's inaugural address, and he 
urged that the operators make the best of 
the present situation, begin no drastic 
measures, and make no threats against 
the American Naval Stores Company, 
Standard Oil or other buyers of the 
product. 


“This is no time for drastic measures,’’ he 


said. ‘Il do not believe that conditions are 
right for entering upon a big fight, for drawing 
of blood or for taking such action as may result 
in the drawing of blood. 

“TIT believe each one of us must go home 
and do the best we can. We must get down 
to a safe working basis, reducing our obliga- 


tions as rapidly as possible. Then let us make 


a 


such inroads on the opposition as we can, 
making progress slowly, but surely, holding 
always such ground as we may gain. We 
must stand together, and, each helping the 
other and all looking to the highest good of 
this great industry, we shall eventually be 





clear of the clouds of the present."’ 

He then pledged to give of his best in 
time and effort and in such other ways as 
1e was able to the good of the Turpentine 


Operators’ Association, counseled again 
against inaugurating any drastic meas- 
ures, and closed, 


This ended the merning session, marked 
the close of the first battle of the meet- 
ing, with victory on the side of those 
against beginning a fight by the operators 
against the influences believed to be re- 
sponsible for bearing the market. 

With this out of the way, interest shift- 
ed to the report of the Committee on_Reso- 
lutions, composed of Messrs. J. Clarke, 
Jr., E. P. Thaggard, J. A. Hollomon, 
George W. Taylor and J. G Boyd, and, in 
that report, centered in the action to be 
taken on Col. Toomer’s suggestions re- 
garding the organization of a big and 
powerful selling company and the calling 
upon the. United States for an investiga- 
tion of the causes held to be responsible 
for the declining market. : 

The recommendation for the formation 
of a selling agency was, in effect, put 
through, but the resolution submitted 
calling upon the Department of Justice to 
investigate and act, and a supplemental 
resolution providing for the appointment 
of an attorney to watch the market and 
see that no Federal law was violated, was 
withdrawn, on the motion of the president 


of the Consolidated Naval Stores Com- 
pany, the largest factorage company in 
the South, and after Col. Toomer had 


openly charged this company with playing 
into the hands of the American Naval 
Stores Company. 

The first clash came on the matter of 
{organizing a powerful selling comrany, 
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through a combination of operators and 
factors. The resolution submitted by the 
committee read as follows:— 

“Resolved, That the Turpentine Operators’ 
Association appoint a committee to conier with 
the factors tor the purpose of providing ways 
and means for bettering the conditions now 
existing in the marketing of naval stores.’’ 

Immediately after this resolution was 
read ex-Governor W. S. Jennings offered 
the following substitute:— 

“Resolved, That the chairman 
ciation appoint a committee of 
known as the Ways and Means Committee of 
this association, to devise and prepare a plan 
financing and handling the naval stores in- 
dustry represented by this association, to sub- 
mit the results of their deliberations to mem- 
bers of this association for approval, with 
power to inaugurate such plan as may be 
devised and recommended by the committee 
when appreved by the members of this asso- 
ciation.”’ 


This resolution, looking to the ‘‘better-

ing of the market conditions,’’ brought 
Col, Toomer again to the front, and he 
outlined what he believed the proper 


course to pursue, 


“To me,’’ he said, ‘‘the question seems just 
now to be one of stopping the sales of the 
Consolidated Naval Stores Company and the 
West-Flynn-Harris Company to the American 


Naval Stores Company and its allied interests, 
“If this can be done we can rest assured oO! 
victory. If this can be done I firmly believe 
that within the next sixty days the price of 
turpentine will be at least 20 cents more. 
“If you operators hold off from these two 
companies you will force the American Naval 
Stores Company to go on the Savannah mar- 
ket, for when it can no longer buy in Florida 
it must buy in Savannah, to enable it to make 
its deliveries, and when it does go on the 


Savannah market prices are bound to go up. 
“The Consolidated Naval Stores Company 
and the West-Flynn-Harris Company are _ sell- 
ing your products to the American Naval 
Stores Company, and the American Naval 
Stores Company, buying here, can keep off 
the Savannah market. os 

“Other companies here are in position to sell, 


and only this morning the representatives of 
the Pattersen Export Company were on the 
floor asking that you send your product to 
them, To right the market we must torce 
the American Naval Stores Company to go on 
the Savannah market.” 


Mr. W. C. Powell, president of the Con- 
solidated Naval Stores Company, was on 
the fioor of the convention at the time, 
and the charges of Col. Toomer brought 
him to his feet. 

“4 storm is upon us,’’ he said, ‘‘but the 
clouds will roll away eventually, and the 
brightest days, experience teaches us, always 
follow. I do not believe this will prove an 
exception. 9 

“As for the selling of spirits,’’ 





he continued, 


“it is the business of our company to sell to 
the highest bidder, to get the best price we 
ean for the products sent us to sell. W hen 
the American Naval Stores Company offered 
this price, we sold to them. When they alone 
offered it, the product necessarily went to 
them, and when others offered higher prices, 
we eold to the others. 

“The law compels us to do this, and we 
always sell to the highest bidder. The product 
is sent us to sell that way, and we have to do 
it. When the time comes to form a great sell- 


ing agency here we will wish it the highest 
success, and will do what we can to help it 
along.”’ 

Mr. Powell, in closing, suggested that 


reducing the supply would, with the de- 
mand remaining the same, push prices up. 

When he had finished Col, Toomer, after 
stating that he did not wish to join issue 
with Mr. Powell and that he appreciated 
the delicacysof a position which seemed 
to make him stand as giving advice to a 
man regarding how that man should con- 
duct his own business, said:— 


‘*Economically speaking, Mr Powell is 
speaking the veriest truth. But that it is a 
fallacy to say that if the amount produced 
is reduced, the price will advance is shown by 
the very conditions to-day. 

“The crop this year is admittedly 10 per 
cent., or more, short of that of last year, and 
yet prices are down. And these prices are 
down because Mr. Shotter and his company are 
able to buy their products here and in other 


placed ports, and are thereby enabled 
to keep off the Savannah market. 

‘What we must do to right conditions of the 
market is to keep our products from going into 


similarly 


the hands of the Shotter crowd. 

“The way to do it is to sell to a company 
that will do as Shotter himself does, namely, 
distribute it to the consumer. There is a com- 
pany here, as I stated before, re ady to do this 
very thing, and its representatives were on 
the floor of this hall this morning, asking you 
for the privilege of doing 1t.’’ 

Calls for the question came from all 


parts of the hall when Col, Toomer closed 
his reply and, when President Boyd put 
the motion, the Jennings substitute was 
adopted. The president announced, in re- 
ply to insistent calls for the naming of 
the committee, that the matter was one 
of vital importance and that he must 
have time to consider it carefully. He 
would make his appointment within a 
week or ten days, he announced. 

The Resolutions Committee handed in 
its report regarding the suggestions of 
asking government investigation. The two 
following resolutions were submitted:— 


That the Department of Justice of 

government be invited to co- 
operate with representatives of the consumers 
and producers in a thorough investigation of 
the market conditions which have prevailed in 
turpentine during 1907, with a view of deter- 
mining whether to injury of this entire in- 
dustry the law has been violated. 

‘Resolved, That the Executive Committee of 
tha Turpentine Operators’ Association employ, 
at a fee to be determined upon by said com- 
mittee, a competent attorney to watch the 
marketing conditions as they shall exist during

the Federal 





the ensuing year, with a view of ascertaining 
whether or not at any time the Federal laws 
as regarding trusts are violated, and report 


such findings and recommendations of procedure 


to the Turpentine Operators’ Association at any 
regular or called meeting for such action as the 
association may deem advisable to take.’’ 


Mr. W. C. Powell, president of the Con- 
solidated Naval Stores Company, coun- 
selled against the adoption of these reso- 
lutions, pointing out that Federal inves- 
tigations were long and sustained, covered 
wide ground, and often took up more mat- 
ters than were at first intended. His sug- 
gestion that the resolutions be tabled or 
withdrawn was followed, the committee 
withdrawing them from consideration. 

A resolution fixing the following wage- 
seale, cutting, 1% cents; chipping, 60 cents; 


dipping, 40 cents; teamsters with two 
horses, $1; teamsters with four horses, 
$1.25, and 30 cents per hundred trees for 


pine rakings, was withdrawn, on the sug- 
gestion that such a course, taken by an 
organized body, might be construed by the 
United States as action taken to control 
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the price of a commodity, to-wit., labor, 
and lead to prosecutions, civil or criminal. 
The _ resolution was not acted upon, 
though many advocated that the oper- 
ators, as individuals, determine upon some 
wage-scale that would work against the 
constant changing of hands and help to 
solve the labor problem. In addition to 
the above action, the following resolutions 
were adopted, prior to adjournment:— 


“Whereas, There are 33% per cent. more 
boxes now cut than can be worked, and where- 
as there is no more labor in prospect than that 
already employed, and whereas the working 
conditions are such that we are operating at 
a loss, therefore be it 

‘“‘Resolved, That the Turpentine Operators’ 
Association recommend to all operators a re- 
duction of 75 per cent. of the box-cut as made 


in 1906-07. 

“Resolved, That the turpentine operators 
pay no accounts of hands, nor advance any 
money to labor. 


**Resolved, 


That the present practice of em- 
ploying 


recruiters be abolished. 


CLOSING OF PORTS. 
“Resolved, That we condemn, in no uncer- 
tain terms, the action of the American Naval 


Stores Company in their attempt to close Jack- 


sonville and Pensacola as markets, thereby 
centralizing the distributing of our product 
at One point.’’ 

The above resolution, as submitted by the 


Committee on Resolutions, was adopted on mo- 
tion of Mr. W. C. Powell, president of the Con- 
solidated Naval Stores Company. 

‘Resolved, That the Industrial Record employ 
a competent market man who shall devote his 





entire time to securing and publishing every 
week, for the benefit of consumers as well as 
producers, the complete statistics at all the 
ports, so that the consumers in this country 


and abroad shall be correctly advised of con- 
ditions as they actually exist.

Western Seed and Oil Market. 


Chicago, Nov. 13, 1907. 

A decided shrinkage in receipts of seed 
at the principal markets, as compared 
with the arrivals at the same points last 
week, was not followed by any sharp ad- 
vance in prices until the closing day of 
the week, when foreign strength and a 
demand for other grains, which gave 
them a good boost, had the effect of lift- 
ing prices for seed. Receipts at Minne- 
apolis were heavier than they were last 





year, but the increase there was more 
than offset by the decrease at Duluth. 
The former place had 333 cars of seed, 


against 230 last year, and Duluth had 
1,094 cars, compared with 1,223 for the 
same time a year ago. The arrivals at 
Minneapolis a week ago were 376 cars and 
at Duluth 1,342 cars, so that both points 
showed a decrease this week as compared 
with receipts last week. The falling off 
may be largely attributed to the fact that 
the country is not so free a seller as it 
was. This disinclination to sell finds its 
cause, in turn, in the financial condition 
which does not enable the seller of seed 
to secure the cash for his product. Pay- 
ment in checks is largely accepted 
throughout the country now, as the only 
means of relieving the tight money situ- 
ation, but many of the country sellers of 
seed will not accept them, and are there- 
fore not disposed to sell their stuff. There 
are probably comparatively few cases 
where the selling of seed is an actual 
necessity, for the farmers of the North- 
west are prosperous and the notion of 
doing business on a cash basis is one 
which appeals to many of the substantial 
growers of grain, who are therefore hold- 
ing their stuff, 

Trading during the week was not very 
active, but there was a fair amount of 
buying, and it was not hard to find the 
source of demand. Crushers were doing 
the bulk of it, and it was plain that there 
was a strong need of seed. Prices did not 
seem to deter, and from the fact that 
there was a good legitimate demand, and 
comparatively little trading in a specu- 
lative way, it was gathered that the trade 
had about reached the conclusion that 
prices were as near levels corresponding 
with the actual value of the seed as they 
would be before the close of navigation. 
Not so much changing over into May was 
being done, and the result was that the 
distant option lost a part of the premium 
at which it ruled over the cash seed last 
week, At the close to-day May was quoted 
at 74c. over cash, while a week ago to- 


day the premium was 94c., the spread 
Ravens therefore narrowed 2c, within a 
week. 


The one thing of interest to the trade 
this week was the giving out of the gov- 
ernment report. The report gave an esti- 
mate of 25,440,000 bushels, as compared 
with the estimate of 25,576,000 bushels last 


year. This is an average of 9 bushels per 
acre, against 10.2 bushels last year, and a 


five-year average of 9.6 bushels per acre. 
The inaccuracies in the government re- 
ports in recent years have been such that 
most of the trade has given up the notion 
of placing any great reliance in them ex- 
cept in the matter of comparisons. It was 
figured that if errors were made through 
the system in use in any one year, the 
same mistakes would be repeated in other 
years, and by this reasoning the trade 
was able to arrive at the conclusion as to 
the comparative size of the crop of any 
year. The production of seed Ce year 
was over 31,000,000 bushels, the government 
figures being fully 6,000,000 bushels short. 
It is, however, believed that the official 
figures this year are more nearly correct 
than they were a year ago, for all the 
private information is to the effect that 
the yield is short, and threshing returns 
have also borne out this idea. 

The trade is watching the results of the 


harvesting operations in the Argentine, 
which are now under headway, with 
much interest, for on what the South 


Americanyepublic will do depends the fu- 
ture actions of foreign buyers in the 
American market. It is not believed that 
this country can spare much seed to the 
other side from this season's crop, and if 
the Argentine should not produce a lib- 
eral yield, it would mean a period of high 
prices, with foreign buyers the principal 
factors in boosting the American market. 
All prior reports from Argentine were to 
the effect that the supply would be even 
more liberal than that of last year, and 
the latest advices say that the quality of 
the seed is good. Weather conditions are 
unsettled in the northern districts, where 
the flax is being harvested, and work is 
likely to be more or less delayed.

LINSEED OIL.—Naturally the oil trade 
is feeling the effect of the tight money 
conditions that exist throughout the en- 
tire country, and trade is at a very low 
ebb. Demand is not good either for oil 
for future or for prompt delivery. The 
position, so far as it may be analyzed 
at this time, seems to be this:—Oil is in- 
trinsically strong; it is worth all that the 
crushers are asking for it, based on the 
price of seed and the working cost of 
oil. At a lower price than present quo- 
tations makers of oil would lose money 
if they had to continue to sell oil even a 
fraction ot a cent under the quotable mar- 
ket now. But buyers, while they might 
need the oil, cannot secure the money to 


pay for it. They are generally liberai 
users of borrowed capital when condi- 
tions are good, but when the financial 
horizon is overeast, as it is now, and 


banks are holding on to their money, and 
forcing business to be conducted through 
the medium of scrip and clearing house 
certificates, those who need the oil are 
not able to secure the capital for their 
operations. But there is a certain amount 
of oil which the paint grinders absolute- 
ly must have, and this they are taking 
now, from day to day and week to week, 
as they need it. In some cases they are 
able to secure oil under the schedule price, 
Quotably it is a 40c. market here, but 
there have been some instances, such as 
those cited above, where the price has 
been shaded, and some oil actually sold 
this week as low as 38c., Chicago. Since 
the financial troubles set in, and country 
selling of seed in the Northwest has been 
cut down, there has been some talk of a 
possible famine in oil later in the season, 
One of the crushers here made the state- 
ment to-day, that he did not look for any 
such condition and he gave as his rea- 
son, that, while the output of oil might 
be graduilly reduced, the demand also 
had suffered a curtailment, and that pos- 
sibly the demand had lessened even more 
perceptibly than the stocks of oil had 
decreased. It is not possible to make any 
predictions for the future, and most of 
the crushers simply refuse to attempt it. 
The question concerns not only linseed oil, 
but covers every line of commercial en- 
deavor, and the answer to it lies in the 
solution of the money trouble. 

LINSEED CAKE. The market is 
strong, stronger, in fact, than it has been 
for some time, but the strength is more 
or less of a rominal character. This may 
seem pardoxical, but a study of the sit- 
vation shows that there is a demand for 
cake which cannot be met, and therefore 
sellers are setting a price on something 
which they have not on hand, and which 
they do not know when they will be able 
to furnish. It is an unusual spectacle 
at this time of the year to see the crush- 
ers themselves trying to buy cake, but 
such is the case. Some of the biggest 
of the independent crushers in the North- 
west are in the market as active bidders 
for cake. They are short on their sup- 
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plies to fill contracts for export cake, and 
there does not appear to be much chance 
that they will be able to secure all the 
cake that they need. Many of the crush- 
ers have been using meal to satisfy the 
ueManus O01 the dumes.ic trade, believ- 
ing that they would be able to secure all 
ine seed that they wanted tor their tu- 
ture orders of cake, and now they find 
that the lateness of the seed crop, coupled 
with the financial troubes of the past 
two weeks, have crippled them. Chicago ig 
quoting cake strong at $27.50@28 per ton, 
and meal at $30@31,

LARD.—The market has been more or 
less unsettled during the entire week, due 
jargely to the fluctuations in hogs.

The interval has not been productive 
of any appreciable improvement in gen- 
eral trading conditions, and the tone of 
the market is not especially encourag- 
ing. Buyers are limiting their pur- 
chases to the most urgent requirements 
and dealers continue to experience con- 
siderable difficulty in collections, It is 
believed that many houses are taking 
an unfair advantage of the financial 
situation to retard payments, Declines 
are still largely in the majority. The 
most significant on this side is opium, 
but other material changes in buyers’ 
favor include guarana, Haarlem oil and 
golden seal, Menthol is weak. Lemon 
and bergamot oils are again easier. 
Clove oil is rather unsettled, with the 
tendency apparently lower. Of prob- 
ably chief interest on the advance side 
is grain and molasses alcohol. Other

Denatured is well maintained at the 
higher level noted previously. 

BALM OF GILEAD BUDS.—No re- 
cent relief has been afforded to the 
spot stringency and steady sales are 
reported at 40c. for prime. 

BORAX.—A material decline in im- 
portations is noted since the aggres- 
sive policy of domestic producers in 
catering more to buyers’ requirements 
by the way of price concessions, and it 
is easy to appreciate the strong posi- 
tion of the domestic industry with the 
carload basis for bags on a parity with 
and for barrels 4c. above the 5c. duty 
on the foreign product. The disad- 
vantage of the latter has been shown 
in the recent exportation of a lot of 
about 125 tons of foreign, which has 
been held in bond here for several 
months. 

BROMIDES.—Buyers show little con- 
fidence in the market at the lower level 
recorded last week, a sentiment that 
has probably been created by the is- 
suing of circulars by houses who have 
generally maintained the distributing 
basis, naming the schedule adopted by 
first hands.

— Whole Chinese 
flies are again available at a conces- 
sion, 35@40c, now being current and in- 
fluencing a lower basis for powdered 
at 40@45c. Quotations for Russian 
show no departure from 70@75c. for 
whole and 75@80c. for powdered. 

CARNAUBA WAX.—In one quarter 
a better inquiry was experienced for 
No. 3 and North Country, but prevail- 
ing reports indicate continued dullness 
throughout, with the influence of this 
condition and the availability of the 
new crop by another month manifested 
in a further decline affecting all grades 
as follows:—Flor., 42@44c.; No. 1, 37@ 
38c.; No. 2, 33@34c.; No. 3, 28@29c.; 
North Country, 28%@29%c. These prices 
are the lowest of which we have any 
record since January, 1905. 

COCAINE.—A report that the sched- 
ule of $2.10 for bulk was being departed 
from is declared to be without founda- 
tion in the leading quarters here, the 
denial being strengthened by the state- 
ment that contracts had been renewed 
on this basis. The rumor is believed to 
have been originated by the willing- 
ness of some second-hand holders to 
find an outlet for surplus stocks at 
concessions. 

COCOA BUTTER.—Prices for bulk 
remain at 44@45c., as to brand and 
seller, but the market for 12-lb. boxes 
reflects an easier tendency in sympathy 
with the recent decline in bulk, quo- 
tations now being 50@55c.

correspondent writes as follows on 
crude :— 
Paris, Nov. 1, 1907. 

The market for crude glycerine is firmer 
than during the previous week by reason of 
the large purchases made these last few days 
for European account. The demand remains 
large, but sellers are not very numerous, and 


are aiming now for higher prices. Saponifica- 
tion was treated on the basis of 115 francs per 
luo kilos, c. and, f. New York, new drums 
included, payment at ninety days net, ship- 
ments over all next year. Lye was treated on 
the basis of 96 francs, same conditions, also 
1908 shipments. There are no offers over the 
balance of the year. The sudden flight of M 
A. Schweizer, his personal failure and the 
failure of his’ establishment ‘‘Glycerinerie 
Parisienne’’ has had no influence on the mar- 
ket, as that concern for several years has 
not been in the closest touch with the market, 
having no credit. 

GUARANA.—The slowness of the de- 
mand has resulted in a further break in 
prices, $2.25 being acceptable in several 
quarters. Some dealers continue to 
name $2.75. 

HAARLEM OIL.—Competition shows 
increasing keenness, with freer ar- 
rivals and a continued backward de- 
mand, under the influence of which 
values have yielded to $2.75@3, as to 
style of container and seller. 

JAPAN WAX.—Reports of a firmer 
market abroad lack confirmation, 52s, 
per cwt. being available for primary 
shipment. Spot stocks are believed to 
be well beyond buyers’ requirements, 
and 124@12%c. is a more or less nom- 
inal basis. 

HOPS.—The British crop is estimated 
at 41,900,000 pounds, representing an 
average yield of 932 pounds per acre. 
If this quantity is substantiated it will 
mean an increase of 50 per cent. over 
the short production of last year, buta 
decrease of about 2,000,000 pounds from 
the average of the five previous years. 
The consumption of hops in this coun- 
try during the fiscal year ending last 
June totaled 61,112,294 pounds, of which 
all but 6,211,893 were of domestic 
origin. Of this aggregate brewers’ re- 
quirements covered 44,294,839 pounds, 

MENTHOL.—The bears appear to be 
well entrenched, and it is rare to find 
anything in the situation to counteract 
the effect of their supremacy. Down to 
2,10 has been quoted on spot, and what 
might be done with an order is more or 
less a matter of speculation. In one 
quarter it was stated that fairly good 
sales had been made for shipment from 
Japan at about 7s., equivalent to $2,15, 
duty paid, but later 6s. 9d. was reported 
as available for primary shipment. 

SESAME OIL.—The market has re- 
sponded further to the stimulating in- 
fluence abroad, and the general spot 
basis is 80@90c., as to quality and 
seller. 

Balsams. 

Receipts of Central and South Amer- 
ican copaiba continue light, and the 
limited extent of the demand fails to 
influence any appreciable abatement of 
the well sustained course of values, We 
find 45c. still named, but it seems to 
be an exceptional quotation, the gen- 
eral basis being 47%@52%c. A small 
lot of Para, aggregating about 6500 
pounds, has been received, but this va- 
riety is in good request on the part 
of local dealers, whose stocks are gen- 
erally low. The same variety of quo- 
tations for Canada fir is noted; inside 
prices are $3.50 for barrels and $3.60 for 
cans, with the range extending to $4 
and $4.10, respectively. There is an 
easier tendency to Peru owing to bet- 
ter supplies, but quotations are still 
more or less conflicting, and the ques- 
tion of purity is frequently raised. The 
prevailing views of dealers cover the 
range of $2.25@2.50. Two lots of tolu 
aggregating 40 cases have arrived from 


the producing district, one of which 
was for shipment to Europe. The other 
lot was sold for local account. Spot 


values continue firm at 23@24c. 
Barks. 

The easier course of cascara sagrada 
prices are readily available. For last 
is more generally conceded and lower 
year’s bark 9%c. can be done, but the 
range for older stock is maintained 
to lle., with practically no business cur- 
rent. Negotiations between the coast 
and spot appear to be in abeyance. 

There is a good movement in season- 
able articles, such as white pine and 
wild cherry barks, for which dealers 
maintain firm views. The latter is re- 
ported in limited supply and prices are 
believed to be susceptible to a strength- 
ening tendency. 

Cottonroot bark is slow but apparent- 
ly steady at 7%@8c. Buckthorn and 
cramp remain firm at lately prevailing 
values. 

Beans. 


The disposition of the large buyers te 
curtail operations in vanilla beans dur- 
ing the declining weeks of the year is 
emphasized at this time by the disturb- 
ing conditions that prevail generally, 
although some fairly liberal transac- 
tions have been reported among local 
holders. The sentiment of the market 
for Bourbon beans is probably more 
bearish than otherwise, but there is no 
indication of any yielding in values, 
as the situation in France is apparent- 
ly maintained with the same degree of 
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confidence, with prices still above the 
parity of those current on spot. Buy- 
ing at the principal foreign sources 
has been almost in abeyance for local 
account during recent months, the 
heavy purchases during the earlier part 
of the year having been sufficient to 
keep consumers well up to their re- 
quirements. There is little doubt that 
stocks here have reached a low level, 
but with the high basis now in effect 
abroad and the probability of a quiet 
spot market over the balance of the 
year dealers are not likely to be tempt- 
ed to replenish supplies at this time. 
The turn of the year will undoubted- 
ly prove a pivotal point in the situation, 
by which time the urgency of the de- 
mand may be manifested to an extent 
that will lend the expected support 
to the speculative movement in France. 
Nothing approaching the activity of the 
early part of the present year, when 
prices were about 10 francs per kilo 
below the current level, seems reason- 
able. If Mexican cuts are available 
within a moderate limit of Bourbon 
beans, the former will retain the prin- 
cipal buying attention, but the pros- 
pects of a thirty per cent, shortage in 
Mexican cuts suggests a relatively high 
market for this variety. Keener inter- 
est is centered in Tahiti beans, which 
are likely to play a more important 
part in the requirements of extract 
manufacturers, especially for blending, 
with the relatively high cost of Mexi- 
can and Bourbon descriptions. Offers 
at $1 for delivery from the next steamer 
due at San Francisco have been re- 
ported and we are advised that there 
has been considerable buying for Ger- 
man account here and on the coast, 
Berries. 


Continued firmness 
market for cubeb berries, but lately 
prevailing quotations remain current. 
There is still considerable reserve in of- 
fering, owing to the uncertainty of re- 
plenishing at the usual sources abroad. 
Late quotations from Amsterdam were 
on the basis of 15@18c., as to quality 
Berries desirable for distilling purposes 
are particularly scarce. London stocks 
on the first of the current month ag- 
gregated 307 bags, against 456 and 464 
bags on the corresponding day in 1906 
and 1905, respectively.

The market for juniper berries re- 
flects an easier tone with new crop

The yield of saw palmetto ber- 
ries this year is reported practically a 
failure, thus bearing out the rule of a 
good crop every other year. The short 
production of 1905 resulted in a level of 
23c. being reached here, but the heavy 
supplies available last year may check 
any decided move upward on this year’s 
shortage. 
Essential Oils. 

Lemon oil continues to react, chiefly 
under the influence of the new crop, 
early arrivals of which are expected 
in the course of a month, The current 
basis on spot is $1.75@2, as to brand 
and seller. For January arrival of new, 
$1.60 has been quoted, No further dif- 
ficulty has been experienced in having 
recent importations pass the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture officials. One of the 
members of the local bureau. stated 
that the department is determined to 
exercise the greatest caution to check 
the entry of any lots suggesting adult- 
eration, but when the authorities were 
satisfied that the goods were pure, the 
technical tests would be liberally con- 
strued in importers’ favor. 

The early approach of the new crop 
is also accountable for a lower range 
for bergamot, $3.75@4 being current. For 
January arrival of new, $3.60 is named. 
Unfavorable reports have been received 
on the new production of sweet orange 
oil and values are well maintained at 
$2.45@2.60, as to brand and seller. 

There is little doubt of the freer dis- 
position of producers to find a market 
for their holdings of peppermint at 
prices more suggestive of interesting 
buyers, but local dealers find little in- 
centive in current conditions to operate. 
For jobbing quantities on spot $1.65 has 
been quoted, but the range in some 
quarters is maintained to $1.85. 

The limited production of spearmint 
this season ard the small amount car- 
ried over from 1906 influence a firm 
market on spot, up to $2.50 being named. 
The prevailing basis is $2.15@2.25. Quo- 
tations for tansy have been further en- 
hanced in sympathy with primary con- 
ditions, $4.25@4.50 being generally asked. 

While the $4 quotation may be re- 
peated on wormwood it applies to a 
small proportion of available supplies, 
some holders declining to shade $4.50. 

A lower schedule is in effect for sweet 
almond oil, true, a leading brand being 
available at 45c, for lots of 100 pounds, 
with the range for smaller quantities 
ranging to 55c. The peach-kernel va- 
riety is firmer in some quarters, but 
quotations are more or less irregular 
covering a basis of 26@32c. 

There is no abatement of the firm 
tendency of cassia, the market being 











well supported by continued shortage, 
and most holders now maintain $1.60@ 
1.65 for 75@80 per cent. The stringency 
is more pronounced for higher test 
goods. Anise, on the other hand, re- 
flects an easy tone, with $1.25 more 
generally quoted for 15 degree oil and 
with the lower variety obtainable at 
$1.20. 

Oil of cubeb has responded to 
stimulating influence of berries 
an advance to $1.60@1.70. 

The cheaper offerings of natural sas- 
safras are being cleared from the mar- 
ket, and we find nothing openly avail- 
able below 67%c. The artificial grade 
remains on the basis of 40@42%c., but 
futures are reported easier.

Clover tops continue a limited sup- 
ply, particularly the domestic variety, 
the crop of which was materially be- 
low the average. For foreign 1i16c. is 
said to prevail at primary quarters. 
Spot goods at l7c. are sparingly of- 
fered. 

Freer arrivals of lavender flowers 
have been noted, but their quality has 
not been determined as yet. Select and 
hand picked varieties are maintained at 
17@20c. for the former and 22@25c. for 
the latter. 

Reports have been current of damage 
to the new crop of Valencia saffron, 
now being gathered, by flood, but the 
extent is problematical. Dealers ex- 
press confidence of firmer values on 
spot, American saffron is slow and 
values are on an easier basis at 32%@ 
35c. 


Gums, 


The market for refined camphor has 
developed little of noteworthy interest 
during the interval and quotations may 
be repeated as 68@70c. for barrels and 
69@71c. for cases. The inside figures 
are openly named in but one quarter, 
where they are acceptable for contracts 
over four months, but without protec- 
tion against decline. A report that 
Japanese crude was firmer has not 
found confirmation, but our corre- 
spondent cabled a firmer market for 
Chinese crude in London. The market 
for foreign refined is reported fairly 
steady and that it would be difficult 
to import goods to compete with pre- 
valiing prices here. The London stock 
of camphor in the first day of fhe 
month reached the heavy aggregate of 
2,970 packages, against 611 and 428 pack- 
ages for the corresponding day in 3906 
and 1905, respectively. 

Curacao aloes are firm at the recent 
advance to 10@10%c., sales having been 
reported at the inside quotatfdOn. A 
leading importer states that little is &x- 
pected from the producing districts and 


that the demand has been far from 
being satisfied. In fact, the two last 
crops have been materially below ex- 
pectations. There is little call for 


gourds and they remain on a relatively 
low basis at 11@12c. Cape aloes are in 
a somewhat similar position at 914@l0c. 

There is no particular animation to 
the demand for Arabic sorts, but con- 
tinued firm advices from primary quar- 
ters lend a sustaining influence to the 
market, with values held at 9c, for am- 
ber to l4c. for choice white descriptions. 
Deliveries from docks and warehouses 
in London during October were heavy, 
amounting to 1,863 packages, against 
arrivals of 205 packages. The stock 
on hand at the close of the month, *how- 
ever, was in excess of that for the same 
day on the two previous years, amounts 
heing 7,356 packages in 1907, 5,184 in 1906, 
and 6,117 in 1905. 

The new crop of Aleppo tragacanth is 
reported to be arriving rather freely at 
primary shipping points, but is being 
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moved with little difficulty. Prices 
abroad are said to be 10@15 per cent.

It was 
the expectation of Captain Hills, pres- 
ident of the company, to have the 
crushers in operation by the first of the 
year, but with the new delay this will 
be entirely out of the question. Prob- 
ably it will be March before the mill is 
in operation. The machinery for the 
plant is practically all assembled and it 
will require only a few days to install 
it when the building is ready. At pres- 
ent only twelve expellers have been 
contracted for, but the building will 
have capacity for 36 more.

Certified Checks for Revenue Taxes. 


A special meeting of the Drug Section 
ot the New York Board of Trade and 
Transportation, on Friday afternoon, dis- 
cussed the action of Collectors of Internal 
Revenue in refusing longer to accept cer- 
tified checks in payment for revenue taxes 
in lieu of legal tender. It had been a 
general custom for the collectors to re- 
ceive the certified checks until the pres- 
ent financial stringency made them over 
precautious, and they have been insisting 
on the letter of the law, notwithstand- 
ing that the Secretary of the Treasury 
had intimated that under existing con- 
queue they might exercise a little discre- 
tion. 

The insistance on legal tender payments 
has operated as a great hardship to the 
drug trade, especially in the matter of 
alcohol taxes, a large portion of which 
are payable in Brooklyn, by reason of the 
many manufacturing concerns established 
in that borough. 

At the Friday meeting, a motion by Dr. 
William Jay Schieffelin was passed, ap- 


pointing Philip S. Tilden and WYfliam F. 
McConnell a committee to call upon Col- 
lector Jordan, of Brooklyn, and urge upon 
him the desirability of resuming payment 
by certified check. 

It is understood that the bondsmen of 
the collectors have been instrumental in 
causing the refusal of the checks. 

Charles Anderson, of the district of New 
York county, it may be said, has proven 
an exception to the new rule. He has 
stated that he will continue to accept

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Lithopene White.

(From the Painters Magazine.) 


It will be interesting to the readers of 
the Painters Magazine, and especially to 
painters and decorators, to learn more 
about the origin, composition, properties 
and behavior of this comparatively recent 
product, which is known to the trade un- 
der the name lithopone white, and which, 
since its introduction into the United 
States, and its manufacture here, has as- 
sumed very large proportions within the 
last decade. Up to within a very few 
years, it has been almost unknown to the 
painter, and has found its way only into 
a few large industries, such as oil cloth 
and shade cloth making, but it has re- 
cently come into extended use in other 
branches, where white lead and zinc oxide 
were deemed indispensable. The material 
was first imported from England under 
the name of Charlton White about twenty 
years ago, to be used for painting table oil 
cloth, where zinc oxide was found to be 
too brittle, while white lead was too 
heavy and also discolored too readily. The 
lithopone white met with such favor that 
both lead and zinc are practically out of 
use in the manufacture of linoleum and 
oil cloth. In the manufacture of shade 
cloth it has also found a ready market, 
although white lead is still used to a cer- 
tain extent in hand painted cloth making. 
As this pigment has been received with 
so much favor in this country, numerous 
concerns have taken up its manufacture 
and there are any number of brands, the 
most prominent of which are sold as Lily 
White, Diamond White, Beckton White, 
Snow White, Ponolith, the principal fac- 
tories being in the Eastern part of the 
United States, while a few are situated in 
the middle West. 

Of the imports the bulk of the material 
is supplied by Germany and England, 
though it is also manufactured in Austria, 
France and Belgium. In continental Eu- 
rope it is so extensively used in house- 
painting that the combined white lead 
manufacturers have issued circulars, 
showing the chemical analyses of numer- 
ous brands of white paste paints, that are 
on the market under fancy names, which 
make great inroads on the consumption of 
white lead to such an extent as to threat- 
en the very existence of the white lead 
industry. As the consumption of white 
ead in the United States has not increased 
in the ratio that might be expected from 
the enormous increase in the total con- 
sumption of white pigments in the manu- 
facture of paints, it is reasonable to sup- 

ose that it is not zinc oxide or sublimed 
ead alone that have replaced the missing 
portion, but that lithopone white has fur- 
aished a large share. 

The origin of lithopone or sulphide of 
zinc white, as it is sometimes termed, 
dates back to 1874, when J. B. Orr, of 
England, patented such a pigment as 
Orr's White Enamel or Chariton white, 
followed by Griffith in 1875 by a patent ob- 
tained for Griffith’s Patent Zine White, 
and in 1879 Griffith and Crowley patented a 
new method for the manufacture of zinc 
sulphide. Since then numerous improve- 
ments tending to economy in the manu- 
facture of the pigment have been made, 
but the chemical composition remains the 
same. To make a workable lithopone 
white, no matter under what brand it may 
be offered, barytes must be present in cer- 
tain proportions with zinc sulphide, as the 
latter alone will not serve as a paint ma- 
terial. The usual composition of the bet- 
ter grade of lithopone, known as green 
seal, consists of 28.5 per cent. zinc sulphide 
(zns.), 1.5 per cent. zine oxide (znO.) and 
70 per cent. barytes (Ba4S04.). 

Zinc sulphide (znS.) is a body composed 
of 67 per cent. zinc and 33 per cent. sulphur 
and may be prepared by adding am- 
monium sulphide to alkaline solutions of 
any zine salt, when it is precipitated as a 
white powder, but, as stated before, it will 
not serve as a paint pigment, unless mixed 
in some manner with other bodies, such as 
barytes or calcium carbonate, clay or 
gypsum. The most favored method is to 
prepare a solution of zinc sulphate by dis- 
solving metallic zine in sulphuric acid and 
adding to this a certain portion of barium 
sulphide (barytes calcined with coal in a 
furnace), also in solution, when an_inti- 
mate mixture of barium sulphate and zinc 
sulphide is obtained as a _ precipitate, 
which is then placed in a rota furnace 
and calcined at high heat, all the excess 
of sulphur being driven off in that man- 
ner, This done, the calcined mass is mixed 
with water into a pulp, ground fine in 
etone mills, well washed quite a number 
of times, until the wash water is neutral, 
settled, filterpressed and dried on trays in 
drying rooms, and finally powdered by 
means of a pulverizer. 

The body of this product is almost equal 
to that of white lead and, when well made, 
the color of green seal lithopone, as made 
in this country, is equal to that of French 
Process zinc white. The brands sold as 
red seal, yellow seal, blue seal, etc., are 
simply mixtures in the dry way of green 
seal lithopone and ordinary white barytes. 
The higher the calcination, the better is 
the color and the less oil is required for 
grinding or mixing the pigment and the 
better it will work under the brush. When 
it is less highly calcined, the pigment, 
while favored in some industries, is unfit 
for the use of the painter, because it 
works slimy and tends to thicken, requir- 
ing too great a quantity of thinners, 
thereby losing body of opacity. 

Comparing the percentage of oil required 
for 100 pounds of white paste of similar 
consistency, we may place the figures as 
follows:—

In view of these figures, it seems rather 
difficult to convince those who have not 
yet made comparative tests of the ma- 
terial of the accuracy of the statement 
that the pigment known as green seal lith- 
opone should be almost equal in body to 
white lead, when mixed as above shown, 
but the fact is, that it has greater density 
than zinc white by far and approaches 
lead in that respect much closer than it 
does the best zinc white, always, however, 
under the proviso that it corresponds 
closely to 70 per cent. barium sulphate 
and 30 per cent. zinc sulphide in com- 
position and is well and carefully pre- 
pared, 

The chief points in favor of lithopone as 
compared with white lead and zinc white 
are the greater capacity and greater elas- 
ticity as compared with the semi-trans- 
parent and brittle character of zinc white 
and its inertness in the presence of sul- 
phur gases, which tend to discolor white 
lead paint. 

On the other hand, lithopone has one 
drawback, that of blackening when ex- 
posed to the sun before it has become 
thoroughly dry. When mixed with white 
lead or colors containing a lead or copper 
base, it will blacken, because sulphite of 
lead is apt to form. This is also liable to 
happen when a drier containing lead salts 
is used in the oil paint. When lithopone 
is mixed with damar varnish or rosin var- 
nish, in which no other oil but turpentine 
or benzine is the solvent, the paint will 
turn a dark gray when exposed to the 
sunlight or ordinary light, before it has 
become thoroughly hard. When, however, 
ence dry and hard, exposure to strong 
light will not affect the whiteness of paint 
made from lithopone. Nor will it, when 
used on interior work, become yellow, 
like a white lead paint, especially when 
ground in bleached linseed or poppyseed 
oil and thinned with a good hard drying 
pale varnish and turpentine. 

To determine whether a white pigment 
is zinc oxide or lithopone in a practical 
way, wet up the dry powder with tur- 
pentine or distilled water, and place on a 
strip of glass and expose it to the sun, 
shielding part of the rub-out. If the ma- 
terial does not turn gray on drying up 
or before, it is zinc oxide. A quicker and 
more definite test is to place some of the 
white powder into a test tube and shake 
up with dilute hydrochloric acid, when 
sulphuretted hydrogen will be given off, if 
it is all or part lithopone. 

It is not necessary to have lithopone 
white analyzed to ascertain its quality. If 
a sample of known quality is handy, all 
that is required is to make a test for 
strength by weighing out similar quan- 
tities of the sample and the standard 
specimen, and similar bits of ultramarine 
blue, rub the weighed out portions of 
white and blue in a similar number of 


drops of oil, and whichever shows the 
paler tint is the stronger of the two lith- 
epones. Thus the value of the pigment is 
readily ascertained, when color and fine- 
ness is also considered. In Germany four 
grades are usually offered—green seal, 
which consists of one part zine sulphide 
and two parts barytes; red seal, consist- 
ing of one part zine sulphide and three 
parts barytes; blue seal, one part zinc 
sulphide and four parts barytes, and yel- 
low seal, one part zine sulphide and five 
parts barytes, 

It is asserted by some German authori- 
ties that an addition of from ten to fifteen 
per cent. calcium carbonate in the grind- 
ing of lithopone in linseed oil removes the 
liability of the white to blacken on ex- 
posure, but this last has yet to be proven. 

It is the opinion of the writer that care- 
fully made lithopone from pure metallic 
zine, well washed and thoroughly dried, 
ground in an extra heavy bodied linseed 
cil varnish, thinned with pure linseed ou 
and a pale manganese drier, applied in 
thin coats, which are permitted to dry 
thoroughly, would not show the blacken- 
ing effect on exposure and even if so, it 
would be to so slight an extent that after 
drying hard it would not be noticeable. 
That in oil cloth manufacture this feature 
does not retard its use is evidently due 
to the fact that the cloth is not exposed 
to sunlight and at any rate, the pigment 
Is enveloped in a vehicle of extraordinary 
body and so shielded from the effects of 
direct light. The same point may be 
made for its use in shade cloth manu- 
facture, so far as it relates to non-ex- 
posure, until the paint has been dry for 
quite a while. By the time that this pig- 
ment will come into more general use the 
manufacturers may find methods to over- 
come the defect referred to.

The financial stringency has been fully 
reflected in this department and many 
small holders of chemicals have been 
forced to liquidate, owing to their in- 
ability to extend further credit. Where 
forced sales have been made prices, 
naturally, have been shaded, but other- 
wise the market has presented a fairly 
steady tone. Favorable weather con- 
ditions have facilitated the movement 
on contracts, and the distribution, par- 
ticularly in the line known heavy 
chemicals, has been of good average 
volume. No changes of importance 
have materialized, with the exception 
of a slightly easier feeling in nitrate of 
lead. Arsenic has continued in its state 
of inactivity. Oxalic acid has met with 
better distribution, new arrivals be- 
ing practically all taken on previous 
contracts. Blue vitriol has shown little 
animation, owing to the unsettled con- 
dition of the metal, and consumers are 
content to confine their purchases to 
small quantities of spot. A detailed 
market report of the principal chemi- 
cals is indicated below; also the Liver- 
pool and Antwerp chemical markets.

COMMITTEE OF MID-CONTINENT OIL 

AND GAS PRODUCERS’ ASSOCIATION 

PROTESTS TO THE SECRETARY OF 
INTERIOR AGAINST RECENT 
AMENDMENTS TO REGULA- 
TIONS GOVERNING LEASES. 
Washington, November 15, 1907. 

A committee of twenty members repre- 
senting the Mid-Continent Oil and Gas 
Producers’ Association appeared before 
Secretary of the Interior Garfield on the 
13th and l4th instant to protest against 
certain recent amendments in the regula- 
tions governing the leasing of the oil 
lands of the Five Civilized Tribes in the 
Indian Territory and also to urge the re- 
laxation of some of the more drastic rules 
promulgated under date of June 11, 1907, 
The spokesmen of the delegation were 
N. V. V. Franchot, of Olean, N. Y.; W. 
H, Johnston and James H. Veazey, of 
Bartlesville, Ind, T., and Representative 
E. B, Vreeland, of New York. 

The amendment of the regulations to 
Which the delegation was most strongly 
opposed modifies in important particulars 
Section 16 of the standing rules regarding 
royalties and provides that the Secretary 
of the Interior, after the execution of a 
lease or assignment, may increase the 
rate of royalty to be paid the Indians 
from 10 per cent. to 162-3 per cent. of 
the gross proceeds of all oil produced from 
the leased premises. 

The delegation also strongly opposed the 
incorporation of Section 16 of the new 
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regulations in leases which have hereto- 
fore been executed. This section in- 
creases the royalty on gas producing 
wells, 

In stating the objections of the mem- 
bers of the association to these amend- 
ments and to other features of the regu- 
lations, Mr. Franchot said in part:— 


“We desire to call your attention to the 
language used in Sec. 15, as amended, as 
follows: ‘increase the existing minimum rate 
of royalty to a minimum rate not exceeding 
162-3 per cent.’ This committee has care- 
fully considered this language and we con- 
fess we have not been able to reach a con- 
clusion as to what the purpose of the de- 
partment is with reference to this matter, 
unless when the word ‘minimum’ occurs the 
last time in the above quotation it was in- 
tended to be ‘maximum’. If the intention 
of the department is expressed correctly in 
the amendment as promulgated, we respect- 
fully submit that there is no limit to which 
the Secretary may not go in the matter of 
increasing the royalty which a lessee may be 
required to pay upon leases taken under 
this rule if the terms of it are accepted by 
the lessee. 

“The first objection to the new regulations 
—which same objection attaches to prac- 
tically every regulation made by your de- 
partment with respect to the oil and gas 
leases in the Indian Territory—is that they 
are retroactive in effect and operation, We 
regard such a situation as more or less in- 
jurious in relation to any regulation, but in 
instances where such change in said regula- 
tions has the effect of actually changing the 
consideration in leases executed months 
previously, and under entirely different con- 
ditions, the damage to the tessees operating 
in the Indian Territory is almost incalcula- 
ble. At the time of the promulgation of the 
regulation of October 14, which conditionally 
increased the royalty in all leases not yet 
approved by the Department and in all leases 
approved by the department and in all leases 
in interest there were between four and five 
thousand unapproved leases pending in the 
office of the U. 8S. Indian Agent at Muskogee 
for transmission to your department for 
consideration, At the same time we are in- 
formed that there were several hundred 
leases covering oil and gas lands in the 
Creek and Cherokee nations which had been 
actually approved by the Secretary of the 
Interior and not yet delivered to the lessees 
entitled thereto, but the regulation of Octo- 
ber 14 attaches to these leases, executed long 
prior to the date of the regulation, the same 
as though said leases were executed subse- 
quently to said regulation, and this irre- 
spective of the bonus that may have been 
paid. The same situation existed at the time 
of the promulgation of your regulation of 
September 26, increasing the gas royalty in 
leases in the Creek and Cherokee nations. 

“The effect of such regulations as these 
is to render absolutely uncertain and danger- 
ous any investment in oil and gas leases 
in the Indian Territory. A lessee may bar- 
gain for a particular lease and pay a par- 
ticular bonus, doing so upon the assumption 
that the oil and gas royalty specifically 
stated in that lease and previously preseribed 
by your Department, will remain the con- 
sideration of such lease as long as the same 
shall continue in force. In many instances 
thousands of dollars were paid as bonuses 
for leases which are affected by this amend- 
ment to the regulations, said payments be- 
ing made in the belief that the lease would 
be approved without variation of its terms 
by a regulation of the department. It is 
not reasonable to suppose that such large 
investments as are. represented by these 
bonuses would have been made had it been 
contemplated by the investors that the con- 
sideration in their lease would be subject to 
subsequent change. The committee in the 
immediate future will submit for your con- 
sideration a showing in a number of cases 
establishing the fact that large bonuses were 
paid for leases months ago, upon the as- 
sumption that the royalty in such leases, 
whether one-tenth or one-eighth, would re- 
main the same as was expressly stated in 
the lease at the time. 

‘In addition to the suggestion of the retro- 
active effect of regulations made subsequently 
to the moking of contracts of lease, we desire 
to submit the general proposition that the 
royalties which are now being exacted by the 
department and paid by lessees are all that the 
oll business under existing conditions in the 
Indian Territory will warrant a man of good 
business judgment in engaging to pay for said 
leases. 

“Taking up the second ground of objection 
to your regulations in general, the committee 
ig satisfied that the department labors under 
the belief that under existing regulations the 
oll men in the Indian Territory are making 
large profits. The contrary of this fact is true, 
as we can demonstrate by figures which we are 
prepared to submit. 

“The next general objection to the rules and 
regulations of the department respecting oil 


and gas leases is that the regulations now pre- 
scribe a form for oil and gas mining leases in 
which there is a provision to the effect that 
‘any violation of the leases or of the regula- 
tions heretofore or hereafter prescribed by the 
Secretary of the Interior respecting oil and gas 
leases shall render this lease subject to can- 
celation after ten days from receipt of notice, 
in the discretion of the Secretary of the [n- 
terior, whose declaration of cancelation shall 
be effective without resorting to the court, and 
without further proceedings, and that the 
lessor shall then be entitled to the immediate 
possession of the land.’ There are other minor 
objections to the lease form now prescribed; 
however, the foregoing provision of the lease 
deprives the lessee of his investment without a 
hearing in court or trial had by any properly 
constituted tribunal, which is clearly in con- 
travention of provisions of the Constitution of 
the United States, 

“The next objection to the regulations if 
that with respect to the assignment of leases. 
Serious embarrassment to the operation and 
development of oil properties will be occasioned 
by interference with the freedom of transfer of 
leases to responsible oil producers, and the in- 
jection of new conditions and terms in leases 
at the time the transfer is sought to be made 
as contemplated. The oil business is of itself 
hazardous and the greatest freedom consistent 
with the safety of the rights of all parties in 
interest should be given by the department to 
the transfer and exchange of oil leases. The 
regulations of June 11, 1907, contain all of the 
safeguards which should be thrown around as- 
signments, and we respectfully request that no 
alteration be made in these regulations and 
that in so far as is possible certain detailed 
information therein requested be omitted. 
Further, that all applications for transfers 
should be governed by the rules and regula- 
tions in force at the time the application is 
filed with the Indian agent and not by regu- 
lations that may thereafter be promulgated. 

“‘Another objection to the existing regula- 
tions is the one limiting the holdings of any 
individual or corporation. Without entering 
upon a dscussion of the question of the limita- 
tion of acreage being placed at 4,800 acres, it 
is the belief of the committee that a different 
construction should be placed upon this regula- 
tion. In short, that in case of all stockholders 
and corporations the acreage chargeable to a 
particular stockholder should be in proportion 
to this holding of stock in said corporation; 
that is, if a stockholder owns one-tenth of the 
stock of a corporation owning 4,800 acres of 
leases, such stockholder should be charged with 
480 acres of leases and permitted to take 
additional acreage according to the same prin- 
ciple up to the full limit of 4,800 acres; pro- 
vided, that when any one stockholder owns or 
controls the majority of the capital stock of a 
corporation holding 4,800 acres such majority 
stockholders shall be deemed to hold 4,800 
acres.”’ 


In addition to the formal statement made 
to the Secretary of the Interior, the sub- 
stance of which is presented above, Mr. 
Franchot called the Secretary’s addition 
to several important ‘facts in connection 
with the development of the petroleum 
industry in the Indian Territory. In the 
first place, he said, the existing pipe lines 
in the Territory are inadequate and oil 
producers have been obliged to spend a 
great deal of money in building tanks; 
second, at present approximately 17,000 
men are making a livelihood from the oil 
industry in the Territory; third, the pro- 
ducers have paid to the Indians under 
their oil leases more than $3,000,000 in 
royalties; and, fourth, while the first oil 
produced in the Territory was worth $1.38 
per barrel, it is now worth only about 41 
cents, and in the meantime the cost of 
labor and materials of all kinds has great- 
ly increased, 

In conclusion, Mr. Franchot urged the 
Secretary, in view of the importance of 
the industry and of the capital involved, 
amounting to more than $45,000,000, of 
which the Mid-Continent Oil and Gas Pro- 
ducers’ Association represented three- 
fourths, that a standing committee be ap- 
pointed, composed of members of the as- 
sociation, to confer with the Secretary 
on all questions relating to conditions in 
the Territory, such committee to be given 
an opportunity to be heard prior to the 
promulgation of any modification in the 
regulations for the leasing of Indian oil 
lands, 

Secretary Garfield told the delegation 
that he would give careful consideration 
to their representation, but added that 
it was only fair to state that the changes 
made in the regulations were the result 
of very careful investigation in the field 
and due consideration by the officials of 
the department. He intimated that he 
thought the hardships complained of by 
the committee were more fancied than 
real, and that in practical operation, the 
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new rules would operate very satisfac- 
torily to all parties, as the department 
would enforce them with fairness and 
in a reasonable spirit. While the Secre- 
tary promised to examine the contentions 
of the delegation with care it is the gen- 
eral impression here that no important 
changes will be made on the basis of the 
representations now before the depart- 
ment.

Synthetic Camphor. 


Behal, Magnier, and Tissier prepare 
camphor synthetically from about 1,72 
parts of pinene hydrochloride, 5,000 parts 
of glacial acetic acid, and 3,200 of lead 
acetate, the mixture being boiled for 
twenty-four to thirty hours at the or- 
dinary pressure, and the precipitate de- 
canted and drained. The acetic solution 
furnishes camphene when distilled, neu- 
tralized with lime, and _ redistilled by 
steam, a little acetate of bornyle and is- 
obornyle being also formed. The action 


may also be performed by heating to 
130-185 C. for two hours in an autoclave, 
and the action may be modified so as to 
furnish a _ preponderating quantity of 
bornyl and isobornyl acetates by raising 
the temperature in the autoclave to 180 
C., the camphene in this case being driven 
off by distillation. The camphene can be 
oxidized into camphor, and the bornyl and 
isobornyl can be _ saponified to form 
borneol, which yields camphor on oxida- 
tion. The optical properties of the cam- 
phor are the same as those of the pinene 
employed.—Rev. Prod. Chim.

Though prices figuratively have been 
maintained in a fairly consistent way 
throughout the past several weeks of 
depression, there has never- 
theless been clear evidence of unrest 
in the trade; frequently disclosed 
through temporary concessions of from 
5 to 10 points on the various items. It 
seems to portray the dealers acquies- 
ence to most any reasonable terms that 
might effect a transaction. Their half- 
way policy, however, appears to have 
been unproductive of the desired re- 
sults; a summary of late business and 
the general disposition of consumers 
toward such offers proving their in- 
adequacy under the prevailing dullness, 
It might be stated in a general way 
that weakness seems to underlie all 
items, though the specific mediums this 
week are tankage and dried blood. The 
former, 11 and 15 per cent. ammonia, 
is, off 24c. in sympathy with Western 
markets. Concentrated and 9 and 20 
per cent. are also down Sc., all f, 0. b. 
Chicago. Dried blood, high grade, on 
the spot is easier at $2.45. Nitrate of 
soda is in some quarters quoted slight- 
ly higher than current list, but the ef- 
fect of a sluggish market must be con- 
sidered. Phosphates, both bone and 
rock, are unchanged, with acid quite 
firm at the former figures. Potashes 
and pyrites move only in a contract 
way at the old quotations, 
Ammoniates, 


SULPHATE OF. AMMONIA.—Quota- 
tions remain unaltered, and that the 
market is weak naturally following the 
cessation of buying for both future and 
nearby requirements. Very little for- 
eign is entering and futures attract 
not the least attention at $3.05@3.07%. 
Domestic is almost equally neglected 
upon the same basis as last quoted at 
$3.021%4@3.05 for spot and $3@3.02% for 
futures. 

DRIED BLOOD.—In view of the fact 
that distributers have been realizing 
nothing at all in future business and 
with current trade virtually at a stand- 
still prices late in the week fell off 
some five points. This is apparently a 
direct reflection of the recent decline 
in Western markets where the absence 
of all but an irregular jobbing move- 
ment necessitated the favorable turn to 
buyers. High grade 12 and 13 per cent. 
ammonia f, 0. b. New York is quoted 
at $2.624%4.@2.70. Chicago names high 
grade f. o. b. at $2.45@2.50. 

FISH SCRAP.—That the limited sup- 
ply will permit no reduction on this 
item, despite the universal depression 
and consequent lowering of figures on 
other fertilizers, is the emphatic pre- 
diction of dealers most heavily inter- 
ested. There are apparently better 
grounds for the maintenance of price 
on this article than any other under 
the same head unless reports on the 
shortage are grossly exaggerated. In 
accordance figures hold strong on the 
former basis of 2.80 and 10 for dried, 
11 per cent. ammonia and 14 per cent. 
bone phosphate; wet acidulated, 6 per 
cent, ammonia and 3 per cent. phos- 
phate, $2.60 and 35c., and ground fish 
guano, imported, 10 and 11 per cent, 
bone phosphate, c, i. f. New York, Phil- 
adelphia and Baltimore, unchanged at 
$2.20 and 10c. 

MEALS AND SHEEP MANURE,.— 
Bone and hcof meal retain a certain 
degree of firmness here despite the rul- 
ing quiet. Quotations in the West, 
however, are easier on hoof by 2%¢c.; 
che local figure holding at $2.45 per unit, 
Sheep manure concentrated is a quarter 
harder here than in Chicago, where $7 
is asked on limited stocks, with noth- 
ing doing. 

TANKAGE.—tTrading continues very 
tame in the local market, with no more 
reassuring reports from either Western 
or Southern distributing points. In 
both of the latter sections prices are 
notably weak and in New York the 
last few days have recorded an easier 
range of from 2% to 5 points, according 
to seller and destination. Chicago 
quotations on 11 and 15 per cent. f. o. b. 
are down 244c., to $2.35 and 10; 9 and 20 
per cent. are off 5c. at $2.35 and 10, and 
concentrated f. o. b. is 5c. easier at $2.40 
and 10; 6% and 25 is unchanged at $20 
f. o. b., same shipping point. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—Trade has 
been exceptionally quiet the past week, 
both current and future business being 
confined within narrow limits. The 
spot situation quotably without 
change, there being evident a nominally 
steady undertone, with $2.35 asked for 
prompt, and January-March, $2.40. 
Anxiety was created in the _ trade 
Wednesday when word was received 
of a disastrous fire at Iquique, Chili, 
center of the nitrate industry. Fear 
was at first entertained as to pros- 
pective shipments, but later advices 
stated the large stores were unharmed, 
greatly relieving the dealers carrying 
heavy contracts. 

PYRITES.—Inquiry on futures has 
been exceptionally meager throughout 
the week, activity reverting to with- 
drawals, and even orders of this char- 
acter were unusually light. Quotations 
rest as last recorded at 84%@9%c. for 
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Spanish smalls, washed, and lump ore 
averaging 48 to 52 per cent, sulphur, 
124%@13%c.; domestic fines averaging 
45 per cent. sulphur, f. o. b. shipping 
port, 8%@10%c.; furnace size, same 
average, per unit, 10%@il\%c. 
Phosphates. 

ACID AND BONKE.—Brokers report 
very poor business and dealers claim 
nothing beyond a close contract move- 
ment, Buyers appear disinclined to 
trade even where liberal concessions 
are extended. The current list is neces- 
sarily weak on all descriptions. The 
following figures would undoubtedly 
prove flexible in prospect of substan- 
tial orders:—70@75ec. per unit for acid, 
and raw bone $16@18 per ton. Ground 
steamed 3 per cent. ammonia and 50 
per cent. bone phosphate is quoted at 
$2U0@22; unground steamed is named at 
$17@18. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK.—Dealers state 
that bidding for the past seven days 
has been practically nil. The lack of 
Strength, while as yet not effective in 
pulling down the current list, has in all 
likelihood made it susceptible to shad- 
ng.

SULPHATE.—Little of supplementary 
value can be offered in reviewing the 
week’s business. Prices continue with- 
out change upon the long established 
basis of $2.18@2.22%, according to quan- 
tity, and trade on the whole appears to 
measure lighter than for the preceding 
seven days. The outlook promises no 
further encouragement for a resump- 
tion of buying.

The market generally maintains its 
stability, though recent receipts for 
local account of the more important 
items have created a bearish dispo- 
sition among certain of the trade. 
Gambier still displays strength but 
there seems to be no doubting the fact 
that late arrivals have had their effect 
in producing an easier feeling with con- 
sumers at large. Sumac is again sub- 
ject to more active trading in view of 
restocking by the larger importers. 
Figures in consequence are somewhat 
lower with some dealers, while with 
others full prices are asked. Antimony 
lacks its former strength, as do Prus- 
siates, yellow quoting fractionally 
lower. The tin products are rather un- 
certain. Dextrines are firm and myro- 
bolams and indigo unchanged. Nut- 
galls in accordance with late cables 
are stronger and turmeric continues 
very scarce. Zinc dust is featureless. 

ALBUMEN.—AIll descriptions retain 
their strength though receipts of late 
have been unusually liberal. Duck egg 
is difficult to obtain other than via the 
contract route for spring delivery. The 
various kinds of hen egg, according to 
quality and quantity, are named upon 
a spot range of 59@75c. Blood continues 
in an even way at 20@28c. as last quoted 
with the market under seasonable 


pressure. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—Anilines 
are taken up regularly on contract, but 
little else can be reported on these 
items. Prices for small lots are given 
at 10@10%c. for salt and 11%@12c. for 
oil. 

ANTIMONY SALT.—The late weak- 
ness noted in the basic metal and ab- 
sence of other than jobbing interest 
lend an easier tone to this commodity. 
Quotations, however, are undisturbed 
at the last figures of 1844@20c. for 75 per 
cent., 154%@lic. for 65 per cent, and 14@ 
154%c. for 47 per cent. 

BICHLORIDE OF TIN. — Future 
trading is notably dull, but producers 
find rather lively interest in deliveries 
for immediate needs, which hold close 
to the seasonable average, despite ad- 
verse reports from many quarters. 
Prices prevailing are 9%@l10c., accord- 
ing to quantity. 

BICHROMATES. — Contract’ with- 
drawals comprise the major portion of 
deliveries and though satisfactory in 
themselves are unaccompanied by 
either outside buying or _ § inquiry. 
Potash holds upon the former figures 
of 85%@9c. and soda is quotably the 
same at 74%@7%4c. 

COCHINEAL.—Very few parcels have 
changed hands, quiet dominating the 
market on all descriptions. Late quo- 
tations for spot delivery of Teneriffe 
silver are 44@47c.; for black, 43@45c., 
and for gray black, 45@48c. Conditions 
abroad are in substance the same as 
locally. October finals for London 
landed, dock, delivery and stock on 
hand, are given as follows:—Bags land- 
ed, 84; delivered from dock and ware- 
houses, 56; stock on hand to October 31, 
1907, 425; 1906, 143; 1905, 280. 

CUTCH.—In mat and bales consider- 
able trading is recorded, with prices 
unchanged at 4%@7c. and 5@7c., re- 
spectively. Slabs at 8@l0c. have been 
but lightly dealt in, and are compara- 
tively neglected. The extent of the 
movement is shown by recent importa- 
tions, which run into several thousand 
bags, most of it sold for arrival. The 
volume of trade under existing condi- 
tions proves quite satisfactory, and 
carries a promise of gradual improve- 
ment. The English market remains 
steady; a moderate business passing. 

DEXTRINE.—The market is devoid 
of interesting feature, trade moving 
along routine lines under the former 
price schedule. On this basis, however, 
figures continue very firm at 5@6c. for 
domestic potato and 6@7c. for import- 
ed. Corn moves in a moderate way at 
$3.05, British gum being quoted at $3.30. 

GAMBIER.—There is a disposition to 
ease somewhat in certain quarters. 
though an extended canvass discloses 
generally a pretty firm tone on a 5c. 
market for store goods and some deal- 
ers asking 6c. for 10 bale lots and there- 
about. Early in the week a 25-bale lot 
awaited disposal at 5%4c. ex dock, but 
most dock stuff is now understood to 
be covered. There are intimations that 
5Y%c. might be done in store on a suf- 
ficient quantity, but this is not a rep- 
resentative figure. The movement is 
fairly regular, but consumers, owing to 
stiff prices, will not operate for more 
than current requirements. The recent 
arrivals, while not resultant in a gen- 
eral reduction, have at least tempo- 
rarily checked a further advance, and 
to this extent at least relieved. the 
tension. The situation abroad is cov- 
ered by late letter advices from London, 
which convey the following:—

experienced thereat; sellers now ask 6d.

Cubes are not much 
inquired after on the spot, but sellers still 
quote 30s., while the nearest value of October 
November and November-December shipments 
is now given at 28s. per hundredweight. 
HYPOSULPHITE OF SODA.— 
American casks command, as last re- 
ported, $1.40 and kegs $1.55, with per- 
haps more business noted in the lat- 
ter. German displays no further ac- 
tivity, the spot figures remaining upon 
the former basis of $1.85 for casks and 
$2.25 for kegs. Inquiry on the whole 
reveals a very slow movement and no 
change in immediate prospect. 
INDIGO.—Natural kinds are still in 
light demand, but the call for synthetic 
brings trade into a fair average, at 
the former price of 18@20c. Other de- 
scriptions are quoted as follows:—Ben- 
gal, low grade, 55@65c.; do. medium, 
624%4@75c.; high, 774%2.@90c.; Kurpahs, 50@ 
60c.; Guatemala, 35@70c.; Manila, 45@ 
50c., and Madras, 45@50c. London re- 
ports a steady business doing in home 
trade qualities of Bengal.

MYRABOLAMS. Trade, though 
hardly up to the average of preceding 
seasons, begins to show an improve- 
ment. Receipts noted are heavier and 
under continued inquiry a fair volume 
of business is progressing on the basis 
of $35@40 per ton, 

NUTGALLS.—Late cables have 
strengthened Blue Aleppos, resulting 
ina %c. advance on spot. Chinese are 
also somewhat firmer, London advices 
showing them Is. better than last re- 
port, with business seasonably fair. 
Spot are obtainable at 18@20c. for Blue 
Aleppo and 16@16%c. for Chinese; a 
moderate trade passing. 

PRUSSIATES.—In the absence of 
buying pressure, yellow has fraction- 
ally eased to 15\c., but offers covering 
next year are undisturbed at the pre- 
vious figure of 154%c. There is a disposi- 
tion among consumers to await what 
they expect will be more favorable 
terms covering 1908. The determined 
stand of dealers, on the other hand, re- 
sults in an almost entire suspension of 
future interest. Red is inclined to 
weaken at 34c. Soda is quotably un- 
changed, but would doubtless give way 
slightly from the ruling figure of 9c. 
on other than jobbing sales. 

STARCH, — This item manifests 
strength on all descriptions, corn hold- 
ing its firm position in sympathy with 
the natural product. Potato, despite 
the fact that the late crop results were 
inclined to be bearish, manifests no 
quotably easier figures. Wheat and 
rice are both fairly stable, with mod- 
erate trade recorded. Prevailing quo- 
tations for spot delivery are $2.55 per 
100 lbs. in bags for pearl and $2.71 in 
barrels; potato can be bought at 3%c., 
rice at 64%c, and wheat at 4%c, 

SAGO FLOUR.—Activity is noticea- 
bly lacking in this item, both in do- 
mestic and foreign markets. Prices ac- 
cordingly remain as last quoted, at 
$1.75@1.80 for moderate quantities. 

SUMAC.—Sumac has again become a 
subject of diverse views and quota- 
tions. The scanty supplies held by local 
houses throughout the summer and the 
tight conditions prevailing in primary 
markets were conducive to a fairly 
consistent line of quotations for ship- 
But it 
seems that almost immediately upon 
arrival of stock for the open market a 
scare spreads among the holders, re 
sulting in a most fantastic range of 
figures. Such a condition prevailed two 
months ago when, with prices quoted 
at $85@90 for spot, comparatively small 
receipts lowered them to $62@69. A sim- 
ilar state of affairs seems to rule at 
present, with some dealers stoutly 
maintaining the old figures, while oth- 
ers, owing to recent arrivals, are con- 
ceding $75 for 29 per cent. test, with 28 
per cent. and 27 per cent. correspond- 
ingly easier. Anxiety for ready cash 
is said to account for the turn of senti- 
ment, as the apparent firmness in pri- 
mary markets is unabated. London 
advices say that sumac continues with- 
out animation, and the quotation for 
spot parcels of Palermo is unaltered at 
7s. to 13s. per cwt., according to qual- 
ity, with very little inclination shown 
for business thereat. 

TARTAR EMETIC.—Aside from a 
rather inconsiderable jobbing move- 
ment trade is virtually at a standstill. 
Five to ten keg lots prove to be the 
largest of deliveries on a 26@27%c. 
basis. Heavy consignments are said to 
be represented at 25c., with no bidding 
recorded. 

TURMERIC.—Owing to scarcity of 
spot supplies trading is principally of 
a retail character. Aleppy as last noted 
retains favor in view of the more lib- 
eral spot holdings. But few packages 
of Madras at 7@7%c. are on hand, 
while Pubna at 5@5%c., and China at 
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4%@b5c., and Cochin bulbs at 34@3%c., 
are said to be in very meager supply. 

ZINC DUST.—The market in general 
presents a very quiet appearance, buy- 
ing interest continuing to lag in con- 
sequence of the depression prevailing 
in other fines. Prices are fairly firm 
on spot at 54%4@5%c., with a possibility 
of easier terms on large transactions, 
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Possible French Tariff Agreement. 
FRIENDLY ATTITUDE OF FRANCE INDI- 
CATES THAT AMERICAN PETROLEUM 
AND COTTONSEED OIL WILL NOT 
BE MADE SUBJECT OF AD- 
VERSE LEGISLATION. 

Washington, Nov. 15, 1907. 

The announcement cabled from Paris 
a few days ago to the effect that the 
French administration had notified Par- 
liament that no further commercial 
treaties would be entered into until the 
proposed revision of the French tariff 
of 1902 has been acted upon aroused con- 
siderable anxiety among administration 
officials, but conferences between the Sec- 
retary of State and the French Ambassa- 
dor, which have since taken place, fore- 
shadow an early agreement upon a con- 
vention which will probably be treated 
as an exception to the French govern- 
ment’s decision. The subject is attracting 
much attention from Senators and Repre- 
sentatives, many of whom are already in 
Washington for the winter, and the de- 
velopments are giving a decided impetus 
to the discussion of the project for the 
authorization by Congress of a non- 
partisan tariff commission and the adop- 
tion of a dual, or maximum and mini- 
mum, tariff to form the basis of future 
reciprocal treaties. 

The friendly attitude of the French gov- 
ernment is generally accepted here as 
guaranteeing American petroleum and 
cotton oil against adverse legislation 
pending the final adjustment of the mat- 
ters now under discussion. 

When the French Ambassador sailed 
for home early in the summer he carried 
with him the outline of a new trade agree- 
ment with the United States designed to 
supersede the existing treaty negotiated 
under Section 3 of the Dingley act. The 
new agreement provided for an additional 
concession on the part of the United 
States in the form of a W® per cent. re- 
duction in the tariff on French cham- 
pagnes, an item of very great importance 
to French producers and of considerable 
consequence to the United States treasury 
because of the loss of revenue involved. 
Reciprocally, the convention provided for 
the imposition of the preferential rates 
of the French tariff upon a large number 
of American products, including ma- 
chinery, tools and various metal wares, 
boots and shoes, ete., and practically 
guaranteeing American petroleum and 
cotton oil against adverse legislation on 
the part of the French Parliament. It 
was hoped that the French government 
would approve this convention and that 
upon the Ambassador’s return to Wash- 
ington in the fall the new agreement 
would be proclaimed. Being negotiated 
under Section 3 of the tariff law, it would 
not require to be submitted to the Senate 
for ratification or to Congress for legis- 
lative approval. 

Within the past two or three months, 
however, it has become apparent that the 
French government was unwilling to re- 
gard the 20 per cent. reduction in cham- 
pagnes as an adequate offset to the num- 
erous concessions on American products, 
and it was with considerable difficulty 
that the American Ambassador at Paris 
was recently able to secure an extension 
of the existing rate on Porto Rican coffee 
to December 1. 

Upon the return of the French Am- 
bassador to Washington the fact was de- 
veloped that he was not authorized to 
conclude the original agreement, but dur- 
ing his conferences with the Secretary of 
State within the past ten days he has 
signified the willingness of his govern- 
ment to make a new treaty provided the 
United States will curtail somewhat the 
list of products upon which it is pro- 
posed to demand the minimum rates of 
the French tariff. Secretary Root has 
practically consented to a modification of 
the oregnal draft, but the final project 
of the French government has not been 
laid before him. It is therefore apparent 
that a crisis is imminent which, however, 
it is believed will be safely passed. The 
imposition of practically prohibitory rates 
on Porto Rican coffee on December 1 on 
the eve of the reassembling of Congress 
would no doubt cause much bad feeling 
and would certainly be followed by the 
introduction of measures retaliating upon 
French commerce. It is clear, therefore, 
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that the situation requires the exercise 
of the highest diplomatic skill on the = 
of the State Department officials and of 
patience and forbearance in every quarter, 

Among the first measures to be intro- 
duced in Congress will be a joint resolu- 
tion creating a non-partisan tariff com- 
mission; in fact, several measures hav- 
ing this object in view will probably be 
presented, including at least one provid- 
ing that the commission shall arrange 
a dual or maximum and minimum series 
of schedules. The general proposition of 
a doubie column tariff has been indorsed 
oy the moajerity leaders of Loth houses, 
but on two widely differing bases. The 
tariff reform element, including certain 
Senators and Representatives from New 
England and the Middle and Northwest, 
propose to continue the Dingley duties 
as maximum rates and to authorize re- 
ductions of varying percentages there- 
from as minimum or conventional rates. 
Under such a tariff the President would 
be at liberty at any time to nogotiate 
and proclaim a_ reciprocity agreement 
granting the minimum rates in whole or 
in part to any foreign country in exchange 
for adequate reciprocal concessions. ; 

The high protectionists have in mind 
an entirely different form of dual tariff. 
They propose to maintain the Dingley 
rates as a general tariff and to authorize 
the President to increase them by va- 
rious percentages, such increases to apply 
only to the products of countries dis- 
criminating against the commerce of the 
United States. Such increased rates would 
form a retaliatory, rather than a recipro- 
eal, schedule and while the enactment of 
such a law would place a powerful wea- 
pon in the hands of the President it 
would unquestionably invite tariff wars 
and their resultant commercial disturb- 
ances. An argument in favor of a re- 
tatliatory tariff now being used here is 
the fact that the new French tariff is 
understood to be materially higher in 
its maximum rates than the law now in 
force. The margin between maximum and 
minimum rates is also understood to be 
greater and it is urged that if any Ameri- 
can products are to be subjected to the 
new maximum tariff it will be necessary 
to provide the administration with some 
means of compelling fair treatment. 

No one here believes that any tariff 
legislation changing rates will be enacted 
in the coming Congress, nor that the 
Senate will give its approval to new reci- 
procity treaties, with the possible ex- 
ception of an agreement with Cuba to 
take the place of that which will expire 
in December, 1908. The plan for a tariff 
commission, however, is already attract- 
ing much attention and some of its ad- 
vocates are sanguine enough to predict 
that it will be adopted by Congress in 
time for its members to begin their work 
soon after the next Presidential election. 
While it is only fair to say that this is a 
decidedly optimistic view, there can be no 
doubt that the project for a commission 
will receive serious consideration in both 
houses of Congress.

Oil and Drug Notes from Mexico, 


Durango, Mex., Nov. 9, 1907. 

In the eleventh month of the fiscal 
year 1906-07, the latest for which figures 
are available, covering Mexico's foreign 
trade, chicle to the value of $160,176 was 
exported; dyewood, $90,873, and vanilla, 
$600,971. Other vegetable products, among 
which doubtless figure many plants, barks 
and roots used in the drug trade, are 
scheduled at $1,334,766. 

The imports in the same month in- 
cluded chemicals valued at $1,059,650.48, 
Drugs and patent medicines are probably 
included in this designation, no separate 
heading being given. 

In view of the fact that Mexico is ex- 
ceedingly prolific in the production of 
medicinal plants and roots, the country 
being as yet an almost virgin field to 
the botanist, it seems remarkable that so 
few of the native products are utilized 
in the domestic drug trade. Almost every- 
thing used is imported. So far as the 
writer’s observation goes, not a single 
drug-milling establishment exists in the 
republic. 

The number and variety of medicinal 
and alleged curative plants, roots and 
barks found in the country are almost 
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limitless. With the exception of chicle, 
which forms the basis of the chewing 
gum so popular in the United States, 
and sarsaparilla, which is also sent abroad 
in large quantities, the utilization of 
the large number of curative plants is left 
almost entirely to the native curanderas, 
or “wise women,’’ who practice medicine 
in a primitive fashion among the poorer 
classes of the country districts. In almost 
every market-place may be seen a stall 
where these herbs, barks and twigs in 
a dried form, and tied in bunches, are 
offered for sale. It is possible that, as the 
country progresses, the really valuable 
curative agents among these extensive 
collections will be sought out by the 
more enterprising members of the drug 
trade and utilized in a commercial way. 
At the present time the practice is carried 
on very much after the old-world style, 
“patent” medicines and anything 
smacking of what may be termed “irreg- 
ularity,” for lack of a more explanatory 
term, being, if not actually tabooed, at 
least viewed with suspicion. Notwith. 
standing this sentiment, however, certain 
proprietary medicines, prepared in the 
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United States, are in demand. Of late 
an enterprising foreign maker of an 
“emulsion” has literally ‘“‘billed’’ the re- 
public with signs and trade-mark, and 
doubtless expects to realize upon the 
capital expended. 

A distinct sign of progress in the 
line of establishing domestic factories for 
the production of articles used in the 
trade is a recent announcement from the 
capital that a local concern is about to 
engage in the manufacture of “essential 
oils, syrups, candles, perfumes, soaps, 
ete.”” In relation to the domestic produc- 
tion of crude petroleum there is little 
progress of actual value to be reported. 
Three or four companies are engaged in 
this line of exploitation. The Mexican 
Central Railway Company, which now 
forms a part of the National, or ‘‘merger”’ 
system, has a number of locomotives 
which use crude oil under their boilers. 
The product is said to be from the wells 
of the Mexican Petroleum Company, at 
Ebano. The company announces the 
bringing in of a ‘“‘gusher’’ from time to 
time, and claims a present production of 
many thousands of barrels daily.
